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MISSOURI’S PROGRAM FOR HIGHWAY 
HISTORIC MARKING, 1953-1955 


DIRECTED BY FLOYD C. SHOEMAKER* 
INSCRIPTIONS BY RUBY M. ROBINS** 


Part I] 


Under Missouri's highway historical marker program, organized 
in 1951, the State Historical Society of Missouri is responsible for 
selecting the site to be marked, buying the marker, and preparing 
the inscription; while the State Highway Commission selects and 
prepares a location for the marker, installs it, and maintains both 
the marker and the location. 

In keeping with the demands of highway travel and safety, 
Missouri has adopted an accumulative or area marker located in a 
roadside park or turnout. The highly durable and attractive mark- 
ers are of cast aluminum alloy with a baked enamel finish, national 
blue in color. They measure 54 by 72 inches and are surmounted by 
the State seal in colors. The inscription, in one and one-half inch 
gold leaf lettering, is carried on both sides of the marker. The 
inscriptions are written in a telegraphic style to suit the space limita- 
tions on the marker. Completed inscriptions are sent to local 
historians for suggestions and comment, and much valuable help 
was given Missouri’s program by these interested persons. 

Markers completed during the 1953-1955 biennium are: Bethel, 
Bonne Terre, Carthage, Cassville, Clark County, Fayette, Fulton, 
Harmony Mission, Hermann, Jefferson County, Laclede, Lebanon, 
Macon, Mexico, Nevada, Osceola, Palmyra, Platte County, Potosi, 
St. Louis County, Taney County, Tipton, Van Buren, and Wright 
County. The inscriptions on the first eight of these markers were 
published in the April Review, and this installment includes eight 
more. (Inscriptions on the twenty-eight markers completed in the 
1951-1953 biennium were published in the 1955 issues of the Review 
for January, April, and July.) 

Carried at the bottom of each side of the marker, but not 
reproduced here, is the information, ‘“‘Erected by State Historical

is used here to separate the two sides of the inscription. 


HERMANN 


Often called “Little Germany,’’ Hermann was founded by the 
German Settlement Society of Philadelphia, 1836, as a colony where 
German customs and language could be preserved amid the benefits 
of America. Named for the national Germanic hero, the town 
was laid out on a part of the 
11,300 acres bought by society 
agent George F. Baver for 
$15,612. 


Though the society disbanded, 
1839, the town had a steady 
German immigration. A Ger- 
man newspaper ‘Licht Freund” 
(Friend of Light) was founded, 
1843, by Edward Muehl, soon 
known for his anti-slavery views, 
and a German school was char- 


tered, 1849. 





Gift Mrs. Clarence Hesse 
George Husmann in His Vineyard Hermann developed as a river 
shipping point and grape culture 
and wine making flourished. Here, before Prohibition, was one of 
the largest wineries in the U. S. George Husmann (1827-1902), 
famed viticulturist, had a vineyard near Hermann. Today several 
large industries have plants here. 


Near the Hermann Bridge, completed, 1930, many German im- 
migrants perished when the steamboat Big Hatchie exploded, 1843. 


Hermann is reminiscent of Rhine Valley towns with its distinc- 
tive architecture here amid the splendor of the Ozark foothills. 
In 1843 it became the fourth town to serve as seat of Gasconade 
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County. The present courthouse was built in 1898 with $50,000 
donated by C. D. Eitzen. 

The county, organized, 1820, is named for the Gasconade 
(Fr. brag) River. One of the first county officials was Daniel Morgan 
Boone, son of the pioneer. Niter found in caves, game, and timber 
brought settlement in the early 1800’s. The returning Lewis and 
Clark Expedition, 1806, joyfully hailed the sight of cows along the 
riverbank here.

When the Missouri Pacific R. R. reached Jefferson City, 1855, 
its first bridge over the Gasconade, some 7 miles west, collapsed 
with its first train killing 28 passengers. 

Hermann celebrates its heritage in the traditional Maifest 
(May Festival). Then featured are German costume, music, and 
cookery. An old homes tour includes Stone Hill Farm Wine cellars 
now used in raising mushrooms. There is a town museum. 


The Hermann marker stands in Frene Valley Roadside Park one mile south of 
Hermann. State Highway 19. 
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JEFFERSON COUNTY 


Historic Jefferson County, organized in 1818, the eighth to be 
formed in Missouri, lies in the southeast Lead Belt, region of the 
state’s oldest settlements. Probably the first American settlement 
in Missouri was made in this county near the mouth of the Meramec 
about 1770 by the Hildebrands, Germans from Penn. De Gamache 
ran the first ferry in Mo., near there in the 1770's. 

Herculaneum, on the Mississippi, first town in the county and 
first county seat, was founded by Moses Austin and Samuel Ham- 
mond in 1809 as a lead depot for the mines at Potosi. Shot towers 
built on the Mississippi bluffs 
supplied shot to troops in War 
of 1812. In 1839 centrally 
located Hillsboro succeeded 
as county seat and Hercu- 
laneum languished. In _ the 
1890’s the St. Joseph Lead 
Co. smelter, built on the 
original townsite, brought re- 
newed growth. 

Herculaneum is the birth- 
place of Thomas C. Fletcher 
(1827-99) the first native- 
born governor, 1865-69; and 
Campbell Morfit (1820-97) 
noted chemist. Daniel Dun- 
klin, the fifth governor of Mis- 
souri, is buried in the family 
plot at nearby Riverside.

A spur of the Ozark High- 
land runs into Jefferson County, lving at the middle of Missouri's 
Mississippi River boundary. Many ancient Indian mounds are 
found in the area, and near Kimmswick is the site of a noted bed of 
prehistoric animal bones. Osage Indians, who gave up this region in 
1808, greatly harrassed the early settlers. 
Grain and stock farming and industries associated with county 
resources brought rapid settlement, many coming from the South 
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and later, Germany. In 1857, Thomas C. Fletcher and L. J. Rankin 
laid out De Soto. The St. Louis, Iron Mountain, and Southern R. R. 


(now Missouri Pacific) opened 
repair shops there in 1872. 
Phenomenal silica deposits 
brought a plate glass industry 
and the towns of Crystal City 
and Festus in the 1870's. This 
industry is now one of largest 
plants of the Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Co. 

Among places of interest in 
the county are Maclot’s shot 
towersite at Herculaneum; 
Thomas C. Fletcher House at 
Hillsboro; Grace Presbyterian 
Church at Crystal City; marker 
on the route of the 1789 El 
Camino Real (Sp. King’s High- 
way) at Kimmswick.

LACLEDE 


Laclede is distinguished as the boyhood home of John Joseph 
Pershing, Commander of the American Expeditionary Force in Eu-

rope during World War I. He 
was born near Laclede in Linn 
County, Sept. 13, 1860. At the 
time, his parents, John Fletcher 
and Ann Elizabeth Thompson 
Pershing, were living in a cabin 
between Meadville and Laclede, 
near the father’s work as section 
boss on the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph R. R. then being 
built through here. 

Later the family moved to 
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Laclede and the father opened a general store. The Pershing Boy- 
hood Home in Laclede and Pershing State Park, west of Laclede, are 
State memorials. The park, 1,836 acres of beautiful woodland, 
through which flows scenic Locust Creek, was established, 1938, 
and dedicated, 1948. 


Pershing’s appointment to head the A. E. F., 1917, topped a 
brilliant career followed since his graduation from West Point, 1886. 
In 1919 he was appointed General of the Armies of the U. S., the 
only one ever to have held that rank. He died, July 15, 1948, and 
lies buried in Arlington National Cemetery. 


Laclede, named for the founder of St. Louis, was laid out, 1853, 
by J. E. Worlow. It is one of several Linn County towns on the 
first railroad to cross Missouri, 
the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
(Burlington), 1859. 


Northward is Linneus, seat of 
justice for Linn County. Settled, 
1834, by John Holland, it is 
named for Swedish botanist 
Linnaeus. The county, a rich 
farming area, once quite heavily 
mined for coal, was organized, 
1837. The name is for Lewis F. 





Linn, the ‘‘Model Senator from 
Missouri,” 1833-43.

1847. Towns on the line are 

Bucklin, laid out, 1854; Meadville, 1860; and Brookfield, 1859, all 
named for railroad employees. In the Civil War, raids were directed 
against the railroad held by the Union. 


To the southeast, on the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe R. R. is 
Marceline. Named for the wife of a railroad official, it was laid out,

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1887. Walter E. Disney, creator of world-famous ‘‘Mickey Mouse’”’ 
and other animated cartoons, lived as young boy near there. 


The Laclede marker stands in a turn out at the eastern approach to Laclede. 
U. S. Route 36. 


LEBANON 


Lebanon, lying 1,265 feet above sea level, in Missouri’s Central 
Ozarks, was founded in 1849 as the seat of newly organized Laclede 
County. Southern settlers named the town for Lebanon, Tenn. The 
county name honors the founder of St. Louis. 

When Lebanon refused the 
South Pacific Railroad (now the 
Frisco) free land for a depot, the 
track was laid a mile from town, 
1869. Later Lebanon moved to 
the railroad and the original site 
became “Old Town.” 

Novelist Harold Bell Wright 
(1872-1944) was pastor of the 
Christian Church here, 1905-07. 
The setting of his ‘‘The Calling 
Lebanon Christian Church where ©! Dan Matthews,” published, 
Harold Bell Wright Preached 1909, is Lebanon. He also used 

Brice village and Bennett's Mill, 
both of which once stood in the state park, as background. 

Bennett Spring State Park, scenic trout fishing resort, features a 
spring welling up a daily average of 71 million gallons from a 
gravelly basin 866 feet above sea level. The spring feeds the 
Niangua River. In 1924, the state bought the park, which lies in 
both Dallas and Laclede counties. 





Lebanon lies midway between Roila and Springfield, on historic 
Route 66. Pioneers traveled over an Indian trail through here 
which later became a part of the St. Louis to Springfield Road. 
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Cherokee Indians, on their “Trail of Tears’’ removal to Oklahoma in 
1837, came along the road here. 

During the Civil War, the pioneer road became a military high- 
way. A telegraph line strung from Rolla, Mo., to Fort Smith, Ark., 
went along the road by 1862, and 
the telegraph route soon became 
known as ‘‘The Old Wire Road.” 
Throughout the war, Lebanon 
was occupied alternately by 
Union and Confederate troops. 

Lebanon is the birthplace of 
Governor Phil M. Donnelly, 
elected in 1944 and again in 
1952, first in the state to be 
chosen to two four-year terms. 
Here lived Richard (Silver Dick) 
Bland, congressman, 1873-95, 
1897-99; Joseph W. McClurg, 
governor, 1869-71; Negro educa- 
tor William T. Vernon, Register — 
of the U. S.. Treasury, 1906-11. Massie—Mo!'Res, "Div

The Lebanon marker is temporarily located on the lawn of the Laclede County 
Museum in Lebanon. 


MACON 


Macon is the seat of justice for one of Missouri’s richest coal 
bearing counties. The town was laid out on rolling upland prairie, 
between the Middle Fork of the Salt and the East Fork of the 
Chariton rivers, 1856. Hudson, named for a railroad official, was 
laid out just west, 1857, and both towns joined as Macon City, 1859. 
The Hannibal and St. Joseph (Burlington) reached here, 1858, and 
the North Missouri (Wabash), 1859.

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A railroad center, Macon was a Union troop concentration point 
in the Civil War, and it replaced pro-Southern Bloomington as seat

of Macon County, 1863. Organ- 
ized, 1837, the county is named 
for Nathaniel Macon, Revolu- 
tionary War soldier and N. C. 
statesman. Here 11 military 
parole violators were executed 
by order of Union General Lewis 
Merrill, Sept. 26, 1862. 

Macon County, through 
which passes the Great Divide 
between the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers, abounds in 
bituminous coal deposits. A 
prime coal producer, the county 
was first in the state, 1891-1913. 
Coal was first discovered at 
nearby Bevier, laid out, 1858, 
named for Col. Robert S. Bevier. 


Macon lies in the Glacial Plains Region of Missouri, territory 
claimed by Sac, Fox, and Iowa Indians until 1824. Pre-historic 
Indian mounds are found in the area and the Great Indian Trail is 





Blees Military Academy in 1901 
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believed to have crossed the county near Macon. A pioneer trail, 
the Bee Trace ran north from here. First settlers, from the South, 
came in late 1820's, and soon many states and countries were 
represented. In the late 1860's, Welsh settled nearby New Cambria. 
Many Welsh and later Italians came to mine the coal. 

Early schools established in Macon were Johnson College 
(Methodist), 1866; St. James Academy and St. Agnes Hall (Epi- 
scopal), 1875 and 1884; outstanding Blees Military Academy, 1899 
and south at College Mound, noted McGee (Presbyterian) College, 
1853. Blees Academy was sold, 1914, and is now the Still-Hildreth 
Osteopathic Sanatorium. 

Macon owes much of its development to Col. F. W. V. Blees 
(1860-1906), Prussian-born educator, businessman, and philanthro- 
pist; and to Theodore Gary (1854-1952), utilities magnate, first 
chairman Mo. State Highway Commission, and town benefactor. 


The Macon marker stands in the Butler- Franks Roadside Park two and three-quarters 
miles south of Macon. U.S. Route 63. 


MEXICO 


Internationally known for its firebrick industry and famed for 
its saddle horses, this county seat was laid out by Robert C. Mans- 
field and James H. Smith not long before Audrain County was 
organized, 1836. Named for legislator James H. Audrain and settled 
mainly by Southerners, the county lies in the Little Dixie Region 
of Missouri. 

Rex McDonald, one of the world’s greatest saddle horses, whose 
blood line has played an important part in the development of the 
easy-gaited, graceful American Saddle Horse, was foaled at nearby 
Auxvasse, 1890. He is buried at the fairgrounds in Mexico. Here 
lived famed Negro trainer Tom Bass and here he trained Belle 
Beach, champion high schooled mare. Mexico claims the first $1,500 
saddle horse show ring and the first $1,000 trotting and pacing 
stakes. It was early a harness racing center. 

Fireclay deposits mined here are among the largest and purest 
known, and Mexico is one of the leading firebrick producing centers 











in the world. Refractories are 
also at Vandalia and Farber. 
Located here is a huge soybean 
storage and processing plant. 


A commercial and industrial 
hub, served by 3 railroads, 
Mexico lies in the glacial plains 
region of Missouri, a_ highly 
fertile area of rich grain and 
livestock farms. The first per- 
manent settlement was made, 
1816. Settlers were sometimes 
called ‘Salt River Tigers,”’ from 
the main body of water in the 
county, South Fork of Salt

River. Pioneers, searching for 
horses stolen by a band of Potawa- 
tomies, were assailed at nearby 
Skull Lick, 1810. One of those 
killed was William T. Cole, whose 
wife, Hannah, later was the first 
settler at Boonville, Cooper 
County. 

In the Civil War, Mexico, mainly 
Southern in sympathy, was early 
occupied by Union troops. U. S. 
Grant, while stationed here, July 
1861, learned of his commission as 
a general. 

Hardin College for women, 1873- 
1932, was established by Charles H. 
Hardin, governor, 1874-76. The 
college traces back to an 1858 
female academy. Today's noted 
Missouri Military Academy was 
founded, 1889, under Hardin’s 
leadership.

Local historical sites of interest are marked. 


The Mexico marker has not been installed at this time. 


NEVADA 


Financial center and shipping point, this prairie town was 
founded in 1855 as the seat of Vernon County, fertile farming and 
coal producing area. Col. D. C. Hunter, who laid out the town, 
named it for Nevada City, Calif. The county, legally organized in 
1855, after an earlier attempt in 1851, is named for state Senator 
Col. Miles Vernon. 

Settled largely by Southerners, Nevada and Vernon County were 
deeply involved in the Kansas Border War, 1854-1859, over exten- 
sion of slavery. One of the raids of the time was made by John 
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Brown into north Vernon County. During the Civil War, the area 
was overrun by troops of both sides and guerrilla raiders. Federal 
militia burned Nevada to the ground, May 26, 1863. 

After the war, Nevada prospered with the coming of the M. Kk. T. 
Railroad in 1870 and the Missouri Pacific branch in 1882. Cottey

Junior College for women was 
founded by Virginia Cottey 
Stockard, 1884. In 1927 she 
deeded the school to the P. E. O. 
Sisterhood. State Hospital No. 3 
was located here in 1885. Near- 
by Camp Clark, Missouri 
National Guard training area, 
dates from 1919. 


Nevada lies between the Great Western Plains and the Ozark 
Highland of Missouri, in a region acquired through the 1808 and 
1825 Osage Indian land cessions. Some 20 miles north of Nevada, 


near the mouth of the Marmaton 
River, the Great Osage had their 
village. Near them lived their 
kinsmen, the Little Osage. Long 
after they removed west, the 
Osage came back to mourn their 
dead buried in Blue Mound, one 
of several large, natural mounds 
to the north. 

The first white man to visit 
the villages was Charles Du 
Tisné, 1719, on an exploring trip 
for the French Government. In 
the Spanish period, traders 
Auguste and Pierre Chouteau 
built Fort Carondelet, 1795, on 
the Osage River, above the vil- 
lages. Explorer Zebulon M. Pike 
visited the Osage on his 1806 
trip to the Southwest. Noted 
Harmony Mission, 1821-1836,

an Indian school, was on the Osage River in Vernon County. 
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William Joel Stone, Congressman, 1885-91; Missouri Governor, 
1893-97; and U. S. Senator, 1903-18; made Nevada his home. The 
state erected the Frederick Hibbard statue of Stone on the court- 
house lawn in 1935. 


The Nevada marker has not been installed at this time. 


OSCEOLA 


Early thriving Osage River post, Osceola was settled during the 
mid-1830’s largely by Southerners. The settlement and its first 
store were known as the “crossing of the Osage at Crow and Crutch- 
field’s,”’ until the name of the Indian warrior was adopted. In 1841 
Osceola became the seat of newly organized St. Clair County, named 
for Gen. Arthur St. Clair of the Revolutionary War.

In the Civil War, Osceola was the first town of wealth and con- 
sequence victimized in the atrocious raids characteristic of the war 
on the Missouri-Kansas border. Kansas troops under Gen. James H. 
Lane, on Sept. 23, 1861, looted and burned the defenseless town to 


Win 
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ashes. Lane reported taking a vast amount of stores. $150,000 in 
bank deposits was saved, being removed before the raid. 

In 1861, Osceola had 2,077* inhabitants and was a trade center 
and a distribution point for goods shipped on the Osage River. In 
1865, it was almost in ruins with a population of some 183. Osceola 
did not enjoy renewed growth until the Kansas City, Osceola, and 
Southern R. R. (Frisco) was completed to this point, 1885. 


Osceola serves as a trading center and seat of justice for a grain, 
poultry, and livestock farming county. Both the Ozark Highland 
and Western Prairie regions of Missouri are represented in the area. 

The Osage Indians gave up their claims to this region in their 
first Missouri land cession, 1808, and many of their campsites have 
Seen found in the county. Evi- 

ices of prehistoric man have 
also been found and one cave 
dwelling at Monegaw Springs 
has vielded a number of 
artifacts. 

Here lived Waldo P. Johnson 
(1817-1885), U. S. Senator, 
Confederate States Senator from 
Missouri, and President of the 
State Constitutional Conven- 
tion, 1875. Here also lived his 
son, Thomas M. Johnson (1851- 
1919), noted Greek scholar and 
bibliophile. 

Among points of interest are Waldo P. Johnson 
the Boy Scout Reservation, to 





the east, and near there a pioneer log-cabin home built in the early 
1850's, one of the few to survive the Civil War. Two miles south of 
town, in a scenic woodland valley, is the Junction of the Sac and 
Osage rivers.

MAJOR GENERAL SAMUEL RYAN CURTIS— 
CITY ENGINEER

Early in 1862, amid the damp, wintry stands of scrub oak and 
cedar covering the narrow valleys and rocky slopes of the Arkansas- 
Missouri Ozarks, the forces of Samuel R. Curtis engaged the 
Confederate forces under Earl Van Dorn to determine the fate of 
Missouri as a Border State. By 
his victory, Curtis won for him- 
self a place of prominence in the 
annals of Missouri. Although 
well prepared for this military 
role as a graduate of West Point, 
Curtis had two other interests 
during his life—law and engi- 
neering. It is in the latter field 
that he made another contribu- 
tion to Missouri which approxi- 
mates his military contribution. 

The high point in his legal 
career was his congressional 
service. He was a Johnny-come- 
lately to the legal field as it was 





not until he had reached the age 
of thirty-four that he began Major General Samuel Ryan Curtis 
practicing in the state of Ohio. 

In the fall of 1856, he won the right to represent the First Congres- 
sional District of Iowa in the United States House of Representa- 
tives. Curtis won his seat under the banner of the newly organized 
Republican party; he was re-elected in 1858 and again in 1860. On 
August 6, 1861, he resigned his seat to accept the commission of 
brigadier general, dating from May 17, 1861.!

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The high point in his military career was the battle of Elk Horn 
Tavern, or as it is more commonly known, Pea Ridge, Arkansas, 
March 6-8, 1862.2 Curtis had never lost contact with the military 
after his graduation from West Point in 1831. He served in the state 
militias of Ohio and Iowa, did active duty in the Mexican War asa 
colonel in the 3rd Ohio Volunteers and also served on the staff of 
General J. E. Wool; and while in the House, had been a member of 
the Committee on Military Affairs. Curtis received the rank of 
major general as a reward for the victory at Pea Ridge. During the 
remaining vears of the war, his assignments were varied. He served 
in the Department of Kansas, Department of the Northwest, and 
finally, as a member of a commission to deal with the Indians of the 
upper Mississippi River.* When he took his discharge on the last 
day of April, 1866, Curtis was in his fifty-ninth year of life. 

Samuel Curtis probably did not consider that spring of 1866, 
when peace returned, to be the introduction to his final year. He had 
always made a fine, healthy appearance. Tall, well proportioned, 
though putting on weight as he advanced in years, but never portly, 
he wore side whiskers, had serious, but not hard hazel eyes, and was 
a deliberate and undemonstrative speaker. He was known to be 
sociable and easily approached, but a stickler for details and a rigid 
adherent to proper military dress and regulations. He celebrated 
his thirty-fifth wedding anniversary in that autumn of 1866; and 
when he died suddenly on December 26, he was once again engaged 
in the profession of engineering as a federal inspector of the con- 
struction work on the Union Pacific Railroad. 

Curtis began his work in the field of engineering after resigning 
his commission in the Army in 1832 to take a job on the National 
Road.‘ His next position was the superintendency of the works to 
improve the Muskingum River.in Ohio, 1837-39. After the Mexican 
War, he took a position as chief engineer on the improvement of the 
Des Moines River, 1848. The project, like many others in this 
period, to bring steamboats up every channel regardless of its depth, 
was destined for failure due to the expenditures necessary. One 
lasting influence it had on Curtis was the location of his home in 
Keokuk. After his service in St. Louis, 1850-53, he did railroad 
engineering around Keokuk and was elected mayor of the city in

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1856. Perhaps the glory of his military career and the importance of 
his public service account for the fact that the high point in his 
engineering career has remained in the shadows. Yet, it is in this last 
mentioned field that he laid the basic engineering foundations 
necessary for the successful development of St. Louis at a time when 
sanitation problems threatened to wither the sinews of that rapidly 
expanding and youthful urban corporation. 

St. Louis was changing from an overgrown town toa city by the 
late 1840's. The bright yellow flicker of gaslights, the basso pro- 
fundo of steamboat whistles, and the chatter of the telegrapher's 
key had become a part of the St. Louis scene. The population was 
edging 50,000 and the city limits at 18th Street, since 1841, were 
pushing toward Grand Avenue which would become the limits in 
1855. But the spectre of disease hung over the chimney-studded roof 
tops of every building, from the three-story warehouses of the 
merchants on the wharf, to the brick tenements of the immigrants 
on the north side and the brick and frame homes of the gentry to 
the west. 

Typhoid, malaria, and cholera rampaged through the city during 
the summer months. Foul odors, rising from the polluted pools of 
water in the low areas, hung over the city. In January, 1849, the 
city council began concrete plans for starting a system of sewerage.’ 
In May, the State legislature amended the city charter to authorize 
the city to issue bonds for constructing sewers.* Suddenly, to this 
background of planning was added the impetus of an immediately 
pressing situation. As the warm weather approached, the 


“sailor's 
fever’ was striking with such frequency that the populace became 
alarmed. On June 15, the council proclaimed that the cholera 
‘prevails in our midst in the form of an epidemic.’? Public health 
conditions became the chief topic of the day. 

Since the worst sanitation conditions prevailed in what was the 
northwest sector of the city at that time, about three-fourths of a 
mile west of the river and one-half mile north of the present-day 
business district, the council turned to that area for immediate 
action. A sewer was proposed to drain the lake of polluted water 
that had collected there over a number of sinkholes, or small 
caves, which City Engineer Henry B. Kayser had tried to use as

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“natural” sewers as early as 1842.8 Trash had caused blockages in 
the underground crevices of the sinkholes and the water could not 
drain. As a result, a pond had collected over the blocked natural 
sewers during the heavy rains of 1848. With the hot weather, the 
stench of these stagnant and polluted waters became unbearable. 
Kayser had feared this, but instead of the blame being placed upon 
‘penny wise but pound foolish” politicians, it was he who stood 
indicted when it occurred. Derisively, the citizenry referred to it as 
‘“‘Kayser’s Lake’’ and it appears:as such on maps of the city of 
that date. 


On July 30, 1849, the council authorized the building of a trunk 
line sewer under Biddle Street to drain the waters of ‘“‘Kayser’s 
Lake” into the Mississippi River.'® This sewer, as a trunk line sewer, 
was to be big enough eventually to take the load of other smaller 
sewers that would empty into it. It was to be constructed of brick 
in the form of a horseshoe twelve feet wide, and twenty feet high. 
Early in April, 1850, Henry Kayser began the project by temporarily 
removing the water pipes along the route of the excavation." 


A new mayor, Luther M. Kennett, entered the city hall in May, 
1850. Mayor Kennett had defeated his Democratic opponent on a 
platform promising progress. To Samuel R. Curtis of Keokuk, 
lowa, cousin of the locally well-known St. Louis Whig and produce 
dealer, Matthew B. Curtis, he gave the post of city engineer. This 
was a political appointment, but it was to reap reward for the 
community. With this post came the responsibility for the project 
under Biddle Street. Curtis, therefore, stepped into a large-scale 
operation that was already planned, but the success of which rested 
squarely upon him. If there were any mistakes in these plans, he 
would have to recognize them before men, money, and materials 
were wasted. 


Curtis set about his task during the summer months with great 
energy. He not only guided the Biddle Street project but examined 
the overall drainage problem because the city council was putting 
the final touches to a lengthy law entitled ‘‘An Ordinance to Provide

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A General system of Sewerage.”’ It was passed July 27, 1850.'* Had 
Curtis only had the sewerage planning to consume his time that 
would have been sufficient, but he was also responsible for the water 
works, the wharf, and the dikes along the river. 


It would not suffice to overlook the importance of his work on 
the dikes. These were not flood control dikes because St. Louis is 
well situated on high ground along the western bank of the Missis- 
sippi. Rather, these dikes were to insure the retention of the current 
on the Missouri side to prevent a sand bar from collecting in front of 
St. Louis, and thereby destroying the commerce upon which the 
economy was based. The dikes were built along the Illinois side to 
stabilize that bank and deflect the current toward the Missouri side. 
Curtis achieved the greatest degree of success in his fight against the 
caprices of the river as he constructed the longest and largest of the 
dikes. However, by his own admission, all of the work followed the 
basic plans of Robert E. Lee, who as a youthful army engineer had 
been the first to tackle the problem in 1837. Curtis’ legal back- 
ground was a definite advantage in this phase of his duties because 
the State of Illinois had entered into a bi-state agreement with the 
city in 1849, regarding limitations on the work. While this work was 
important, 4t cannot be considered his most important project 
because the need for improved sanitation was the major problem 
and the one fraught with consequences for future generations. Few 
business deals were made while the cholera was at its peak in ‘49. 


Five months after taking the post of city engineer, Curtis was 
ready with a lengthy report on his various responsibilities. To 
sewerage he gave the most space. In his preface to this topic, he 
made a statement concerning the Mississippi which, unfortunately, 
has become true of too many American waterways. He called the 
Father of Waters the ‘‘great trunk"’ sewer of the St. Louis system." 
In regard to the Biddle Street project, he was well satisfied with the 
work of the contractor who had removed twenty thousand vards of 
earth and rock as he sliced into the steep slope leading from the 
river. The open cut had progressed six hundred feet and was reach- 
ing a depty of fifty feet at its farthest point. To the west, on Broad- 
way, a shaft had been sunk and thirty-three feet of drift tunneling

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had been completed; another shaft had been sunk between Fifth and 
Sixth Streets so that when the tunnel from Broadway reached this 
point, it could be continued through the winter months. The drift 
tunneling through the limestone was to be completed when it 
reached Eighth Street.

Curtis’ next point regarding sewerage was a detailed analysis of 
what steps would be necessary if Chouteau’s Pond were to be 
retained in the center of the city. His plans for the pond included a 
method for preserving the mill for useful purposes, and even included 
a plan to use a storm sewer for propelling the machinery in the mill." 
He next called for a number of sewers to be laid along the line of 
certain valleys; these valleys could be filled in with the earth 
removed in grading the streets in hilly sections; thus, the cost of 
excavating would be saved. Curtis stated that he believed that the 
district sewers, those which empty into the trunk line sewers, could 
be reduced in size and in specific regard to the Chestnut Street 
sewer, which was a district sewer, he stated: 

I have modified the curve without materially reducing the 

capacity . . ., adopting an ova or egg form in the cross section, 

which | consider best for self-cleansing and strength." 


Mill Creek was a small stream which emptied its waters into the river below the foot of 
Convent Street in St. Louis in the early days. The French called it “‘Le Petite Riviére,"’ and also 
“Riviére au Tayon,”’ but after its waters had been dammed up and the pond, known as ‘‘Chouteau's 
Pond” constructed, the water power thus obtained was used to operate a flouring mill, and in time 
the stream became generally known as Mill Creek.

He completed the report on sewerage with a discussion on the size 
required for efficient sewers, stating that he had obtained knowledge 
on this topic by reading reports about the sewerage planning used in 
London, England. His descriptive formula for computing size was 
the following: 

... the surface drained, the inclination of the sewer and sewage 

due to the most dense population that can occur."” 


By the spring of 1851 the open cut was completed. Curtis gave 
due respect to the contractor who, although beset by quicksand, had 
avoided any fatal accidents: 

Persons acquainted with the excavation will appreciate the dan- 

ger that has been encountered by the workmen, and wonder that 

such a work has been effected in the centre of a large city with 
hardly an accident worthy of notice in the engineer’s report.'’ 
Actually, there had been a collapse in the brick work in one section 
of the drift tunnel during the winter. Rumors of a disastrous failure 
spread through the city. Curtis with pithy phraseology reported 
how he moved rapidly to restore the confidence of the taxpayers: 


| took Messrs. Winkelmaier and Coote, both engineers, then in 
my employ as deputies, and examined this break in order that 
public rumor should not create overshadowing evidence, and 
prevent me from giving a full and proper statement to those who 
are entitled to a faithful report.'® 


Almost martial in its crispness, this excerpt best illustrates the 
seriousness of purpose that characterized Curtis and in no small 
measure was a deciding factor for his success in whatever he under- 
took. Also, it shows his ability to move quickly in an emergency. 
Throughout his reports there is the mark of thorough planning and 
an integration of these details into an overall picture. In those 
spring months of 1851, he was of the opinion that the Biddle Street 
project would be completed before the end of the summer at a total 
cost of $125,000. 

On August 14, 1851, the Biddle Street sewer was put into service. 
Today it is still in use. Showing an awareness of the importance of 
the completion of this project, Curtis in his report stated:

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If to drain the city and promote the health, we shall tax poster- 
ity, our descendants will have no cause to reproach us, for they 
may be indebted to these works for their own lives and fortunes.?° 


Curtis, by his planning and leadership on this project, laid the 
foundations for adequate sanitation in St. Louis and thereby 
assured a sound future for the largest commercial center in Mis- 
souri. During his remaining two years as city engineer, he energeti- 
cally pushed district sewerage, continued his work on the dikes, and 
made plans for the Mill Creek sewer, but his work on the Biddle 
Street project was the milestone. That contribution was truly one 
for future generations. Unfortunately, it is the politicians and 
military heroes who are remembered by plaques and statues. Curtis 
himself has an equestrian statue erected in his honor in Keokuk, but 
nothing stands to his honor in St. Louis. Although perhaps his 
monument is what he, as an engineer, would prefer—an engineering 
structure that still functions as a part of the St. Louis drainage 
system. That may be greater than all the statues and plaques which 
passers-by seldom stop to observe.

MACON 


BY FLOYD C. SHOEMAKER* 


Fertile prairie and river bottom lands, rich coal fields, generous 
public-spirited citizens, and the exigencies of war have been domi- 
nant factors in Macon’s development from a small village, platted 
one hundred years ago, to its present status as one of the most 
progressive county seat towns of northeast Missouri. Many of the 
influences contributing to its growth are closely connected with the 
history of Macon County, organized nineteen years before Macon 
City was founded. Let us consider briefly some of the events in the 
early history of the county for which Macon was named. 

The land included in the present boundaries of the county is 
located in the Glacial Plains region of Missouri, claimed by the Sac, 
Fox, and lowa Indians until 1824. Prehistoric Indian mounds are 
found in the area and it is believed that the Great Indian Trail from 
the Atlantic Coast to the Rocky Mountains entered Missouri near 
Portage des Sioux and ran in a northwesterly direction through the 
State, crossing Macon County near the present site of Macon. 

The first- settlers, who came mainly from Kentucky, Virginia, 
North Carolina, and Tennessee, found rich rolling prairies and fertile 
valleys along the timbered streams of the Chariton River and the 
Middle Fork of the Salt River. A natural watershed, known to the 
pioneers as the Grand Divide, ran north and south through the 
county separating the affluents of the Missouri River from those of 
the Mississippi River. James Loe was the first white settler in this 
region in 1827. William Morrow erected in 1833 a grist mill and 
blacksmith shop in Morrow Township. The Morrow, Blackwell, and 
Owenby settlements, along with many others, were established in 
the late 1820's and early 1830's in various parts of the present Macon 
County. It was not long until the region was dotted with log cabins. 

From choice and necessity, the first settlers located along the 
streams, where game, fish, fruits, and nuts were abundant; timber 
and water were available; and the soil was more easily cultivated. 
The rich grass on the prairies provided range for livestock, and corn 
and garden crops thrived on the fertile river bottom lands. To secure

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the vear’s supply of long sweetening, trips were made northward as 
far as southern Iowa along the pioneer trail known as the Bee Trace. 


The first settlements were included in Randolph County until 
Macon County was established by an act of the Missouri legislature, 
approved January 6, 1837, as the fifty-seventh county organized in 
the State. The act provided for the present boundaries of the county 
and the attachment for civil and military purposes of “all that 
portion of the territory lying north of said county.” This attached 
territory, which included the present boundaries of Adair and 
Schuyler counties, was taken from Macon County when Adair 
County was formed in 1841. 


The county was named tor Nathaniel Macon, Revolutionary 
War soldier, a Jeffersonian Democrat from North Carolina, and a 
national figure in Congress for thirty-seven years. The county seat 
was located in 1838 in the Owenby settlement, then known as Box 
Ancle. The court ordered that the name be changed to Bloomington 
and a public square and town lots be laid out. A temporary two- 
room courthouse ‘‘to be covered with shingles” was erected, and the 
following year the county court provided for the building of a 
permanent brick courthouse, completed in 1852. 


Pioneer lawyers, judges, and doctors settled in the county seat 
town. These early settlers were fond of the turf and a race track was 
opened near Bloomington. The first newspaper in the county, the 
Bloomington Gazette, was published by James M. Love and Abner L. 
Gilstrap in 1850. An examination of two original issues and one 
photostat copy of the 1851 Gazette, now in the rare newspaper col- 
lection of the State Historical Society of Missouri, reveals that 
Bloomington had two ‘“‘fashionable tailors,” a wagon and cabinet- 
making shop, two saddlery and harness-making shops, three general 
stores, and an inn called the Traveller's Rest. The Lewis Tavern, 
the two-story brick Parker Hotel, and the Taylor Inn also furnished 
accommodations for travelers at Bloomington. 


Pioneer ministers organized congregations there. The Macon 
Mission of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, centering at 
Bloomington, was served by the Reverend Abram Still, father of 
Andrew Taylor Still, founder of ostcopathy. James Ratliff, one of 
the first county commissioners, and William Sears were early pastors 
of the Primitive Baptist Church in Bloomington. A church school, 
established by the Cumberland Presbyterians in 1845, was later sold 
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to the Southern Methodists, who sponsored the Bloomington 
Academy before the Civil War. 

Bloomington was visited by some of the leading -tatesmen. 
Thomas Hart Benton, during his campaign for governor in 1856, 
spoke to a fairly hostile pro-Southern audience there, and James S. 
Green, after the fall of Fort Sumter, spoke to an estimated crowd of 
2,000 to 2,500 people who gathered there to endorse Governor Clai- 
borne F. Jackson's refusal to furnish troops for the Federal cause. 

Bloomington became an important trading center as the crossing 
place of the historic Hannibal and St. Joseph stage road and the 
stage road leading northward from Glasgow. But Bloomington was 
bypassed when the first cross-state railroad, the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph (Burlington), was built through the county. 

Macon City, laid out in 1856 and located between the Middle 
Fork of the Salt River and the East Fork of the Chariton River, 
became the important railway center for the county. The Hannibal 
and St. Joseph Railroad was completed to Macon City in 1858. In 
1857 the town of Hudson was laid out adjacent to Macon City and 
the towns stood as rivals until they were incorporated under the 
name of Macon City in 1859, about the time the North Missouri 
Railroad (Wabash) effected a junction there with the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph. A union depot was built and the town prospered as a 
trading and shipping center for the country north to the lowa line 
and a considerable distance east and west. 

As a railway center, Macon City was regarded as a town of 
strategic importance during the Civil War. Federal troops were 
stationed there throughout the war and for a brief period as many as 
7,000 troops were gathered there under the command of General 
Stephen A. Hurlbut. One of the first acts of the lowa and Illinois 
regiments who reached Macon in June, 1861, was to cut down the 
secessionist flagpole that stood near the Harris House. A company 
of the Sixteenth Illinois Regiment arrested and disarmed all 
Bloomington citizens, but later released them. When Governor 
Jackson called for volunteers, the Silver Grays of Macon and the 
Macon Rangers were among the first Confederate contingents to 
reach Jefferson City. By the close of the war, approximately 
700 Macon County men had joined the Union Army and 600 the 
Confederate forces. 

During the war, Federal troops erected a blockhouse, built in the 
manner of an Indian fort, along the Hannibal and St. Joseph Rail- 
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road to guard the Chariton River bridge. The blockhouse stood 
until 1899, when it was destroyed by fire. The Harris House of 
Macon City was used asa military prison. In 1862, ten Confederate 
prisoners were executed at Macon City on the triple charge of 
treason, perjury, and murder. The only skirmish in the county was 
an encounter with General Joseph Porter's Confederates near 
Painter’s Creek in 1862.

The marked southern sympathies of the citizens of Bloomington 
led to the removal of the county seat to Macon City in 1863, when 
the Missouri legislature adopted a bill providing for the removal as 
an ‘‘act of military necessity.”” According to tradition, General 
Lewis Merrill, commander of the Union forces in Macon City, 
ordered Major Thomas Moody to burn the town of Bloomington in 
1862. At the suggestion of Major Moody, who disliked to carry out 
the order, it was decided that Bloomington could be dealt with in a 
more humane manner. Major Moody, a member of the State legis- 
lature in 1863, helped secure the passage of the bill providing for the 
county seat removal. Provisions were made for the citizens of 
Bloomington to exchange their lots for similar lots in the new county 
seat. Dennis C. McKay, Thomas Moody, and A. L. Gilstrap were 
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commissioned to lay out the site of the new county seat to conform 
to and become a part of Macon City, which thereafter was to be 
known as Macon. Macon Academy was used as a temporary court- 
house in 1863, and the next year work began on the construction of 
the two-story brick courthouse in use today. 


The late George Pohlman, Macon’'s outstanding historical 
collector whose fine collection is now in the State Historical Society 
of Missouri as a gift of Mrs. George Pohlman, did not think that the 
change of the county seat to Macon was directed as a punishment to 
the inhabitants of Bloomington, but was made to help the town of 
Macon which already had two railroads and was ambitious to grow 
rapidly. Mr. Pohlman thought that the removal as a war measure 
was argued as a mere excuse. Captain Ben Eli Guthrie had a similar 
opinion. State Senator Abner L. Gilstrap, Macon City’s first editor, 
introduced the bill in the State Senate in 1863 which moved the 
county seat to Macon and changed the town’s name from Macon 
City to Macon. 


Macon County was just beginning to realize its potentialities as 
an agricultural and coal producing region when the Civil War broke 
out. In 1860 more than one million pounds of tobacco were produced 
in the county. Tobacco factories flourished at Macon and Callao 
before and after the war. But by the turn of the century, Macon 
County farmers raised very little tobacco. Today, corn, soybeans, 
cattle, hogs, and poultry are the leading farm products of the county. 
The last decennial United States Census of Agriculture lists the 
value of corn raised in the county at more than two million dollars 
and the value of cattle at more than five million dollars. The family- 
size farm predominates, with 2,802 farms in the county, each with 
an average of 150 acres. 

In the 1860's the discovery of coal near Bevier was followed by 
the sinking of several mining shafts. Bevier, laid out in 1858 and 
named for Colonel Robert S. Bevier, prospered and grew rapidly. 
Houses, a school building, stores, and churches were erected as 
Welsh and English settlers, and later Italians, came to the vicinity 
to mine the coal. Macon ranked first in coal production in the State 
from 1891 to 1913. In the 1920's the coal industry declined, but 
today strip mining is carried on extensively in the county. 

The first industrial plant in the county was an iron foundry and 
machine works at Macon, established in 1880. Four years later a 
$20,000 factory was built by the Macon Wagon Company. During 
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the 1890's tobacco, carriage, wagon, box, and shears factories 
flourished in Macon along with flouring mills and brick kilns. In 
1919 there were fifty-one small factories in the county employing 
ninety-one persons. 

The history of the industrial development of Macon is intimately 
connected with the life of Theodore Gary, who became an out- 
standing figure in the development of the telephone industry in 
America. Coming to Macon in 
1878, he first engaged in the real 
estate business and laid out two 
additions to the town. He under- 
took to secure a city water 
supply and in 1925 his plan was 
realized with the building of the 
250-acre basin lake near Macon. 
He also aided in the building of 
the Samaritan Hospital and the 
Macon Public Library. 

In 1894 he purchased the 
Macon telephone plant and 
organized an investment com- 
pany which, within a few years, 
owned or controlled plants in

Theodore Gary cities. His organization became 

owner of the Chicago Automatic 

Electric Company for the manufacture of automatic telephone 
equipment. 

Perhaps he is best remembered by Missourians for his work as 
chairman of the Missouri Highway Commission from 1921 to 1926, 
during which time $106,000,000 had been contracted for the State 
road system of 7,640 miles and all primary roads were laid out. In 
1929 he was appointed by Governor Henry S. Caulfield as chairman 
of a seven-member commission to survey the needs of the govern- 
mental departments and institutions of the State. Through the 
recommendations of this State Survey Commission, a bond issue of 
$15,000,000 was submitted to the people and passed by them. These 
funds were used in the construction of new and added facilities at 
the penal and eleemosynary institutions of the State. 

From subscription schools held in private homes and churches, 
education in the county has progressed to the present day public 
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school system. The county court established the first two school 
districts, Liberty and Bloomington, in 1838. Two years later there 
were seven primary schools with an attendance of 180 pupils in the 
county. This presents a striking contrast to the enrollment of 3,324 
pupils under the direction of 149 teachers in the elementary schools 
and high schools of Macon County in 1954. 

Macon Countians were interested in higher education at an early 
date. In 1852 McGee College was established at College Mound by 
the McGee Presbytery of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church. 
Incorporated in 1853, its enrollment rose to 216 students in 1859- 
1860, or seventy-six more than the University of Missouri. Closed 
during the Civil War, after its reopening, the enrollment in 1869- 
1870 rose to 280 students. This school continued its existence until 
1874. Another school established prior to the Civil War was Macon 
Academy, under the direction of Francis Allen. This school held its 
last class June 13, 1861.

Church, North Missouri Conference. The name of this school was 
later changed to Johnson College. A sum of $40,000 was expended 
on the construction of a building, which was never completed 
because of insufficient funds. The materials of the building were 
later used in the construction of St. James Academy. The academy 
was founded in Macon by the Reverend Ethelbert Talbot in 1875 as 
a boarding school for boys. The school was under the control of the 
Missouri Diocese of the Episcopal Church. It was converted into a 
military academy in 1884 and in the same year St. Agnes Hall for 
girls, also connected with the Episcopal Diocese, was established. 


Colonel Frederic W. V. Blees was appointed headmaster of 
St. James Academy in 1892, and after Colonel Blees’ arrival, the 
school became a non-sectarian military academy. It was dis- 
continued temporarily when Colonel Blees was called home to 
Germany because of the illness of his parents. After the death of his 
father in 1896, Colonel Blees inherited a large fortune. He returned 
to Macon and founded Blees Military Academy, with building and 
equipment costing one-half mil- 
lion dollars. When the academy 
was dedicated in 1900, Macon 
stores were closed and a three- 
coach special train transported 
an estimated crowd of 4,000 
people from the town to the 
academy. The school, equipped 
with regulation military supplies 
and a cavalry unit, was recog- 
nized by the United States Army 
and Navy departments. Blees 
cadets had a polo team and 
access to a_ stable of fine 
saddle horses.

ially in the establishment of the 

sewerage system and the paving of Macon streets at a time when 
few northeast Missouri cities had such modern improvements. He 
was the founder of a shears factory and a large carriage factory in 
Macon; owned the largest hotel and Blees Theater; and was presi- 
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dent of a bank, a printing company, a loan and investment company, 
and an electric power company. He remodeled the old St. James 
Academy for his home, which in later years was used for the Imma- 
culate Conception School. In 1955 the building was razed to provide 
a site for a new Catholic Church. Colonel Blees died in St. Louis in 
1906. His wife continued the school for three years. It was then 
sold to the Still-Hildreth Sanatorium for the treatment of nervous 
and mental disorders, which opened in 1914 under the direction 
of Arthur G. Hildreth and Charles E. and Harry M. Still, sons of 
Andrew Taylor Still. 

Krom the Bloomington Gazette of 1850 to the Atlanta Express, 
La Plata Home Press, and the New Cambria Leader of the present, 
thirty-seven newspapers have been published in towns other than 
Macon in the county. The La Plata Home Press has the longest 
record of all the Macon County papers. It was founded in 1876 and 
has continued to the present, a period of eighty-one years. 

The first news organ of Macon City was a legally ordained town 
crier, Dick McKinney, who rang a bell and announced the news in a 
loud voice. To Macon City in 1860 came Abner L. Gilstrap, to 
found the town’s first newspaper, the Republican. In 1861 a second 
paper, the Register, was started by D. E. H. Johnson, a Southern 
Democrat. When the Civil War broke out, Union troops took 
possession of his newspaper office and published one issue of Our 
Whole Union, June 15, 1861. It was claimed to be the first news- 
paper of the Civil War published by soldiers at the front. 

After the war, the first convention of publishers and editors of 
north Missouri was held at Macon, June 12, 1866, as a forerunner to 
the founding of the Missouri Press Association in St. Louis in 1867. 

The first newspaper established in Macon after the war was the 
Macon Times, founded by Colonel Clark H. Green in 1865. In this 
paper, Jeff Buster’s “folksy”’ column of country correspondence 
helped build circulation. After Colonel Green's death in 1871, the 
Times was published under a succession of editors. 

In 1867 the Examiner Printing Company published the Daily 
Examiner, the first daily newspaper in the county, followed shortly 
by the Weekly Examiner. The office was destroyed by fire in 1879 
and what was saved was sold to the North Missouri Register. 
J. A. Hudson secured the paper in 1883 and changed the name back 
to the Times. He was recognized by the Missouri Press Association 
in 1883 with a gold medal award as editor of the best printed news- 
paper in the State. The Macon Citizen, established in 1898, had 
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prominent backing by Colonel Blees, who gave the venture a 
new building. 

At the turn of the century Macon was supporting two Demo- 
cratic and two Republican newspapers and it became evident that 
competition was too strong for their continued existence. The con- 
solidation of the Democrat with the Times as the Times-Democrat 
and the Citizen with the Republican took place in 1901. The Repubii- 
can was published for a longer unbroken period of time than any 
other Macon newspaper, city or county, from its establishment in 
1871 until its merger with the Chronicle-Herald in 1929, a total of 
fifty-eight years. Its best years were under the editorship of 
Philip C. Gansz, who was associated with the paper in various 
capacities for thirty years. Mr. Gansz was president of the Missouri 
Press Association in 1907 and served as a trustee of the State 
Historical Society of Missouri from 1914 to 1921. 

In 1916 the Daily Chronicle, founded in 1910, and the Herald, 
first published in 1913, were merged as the Chronicle-Herald. In 
1917 the Chronicle-Herald bought out the Times-Democrat and in 
1929 it absorbed the Republican. It has continued successfully to 
the present time. Senator Frank P. Briggs, editor of the Chronicle- 
Herald, has been associated with the paper for the past thirty-two 
years. He has also been a trustee of the State Historical Society of 
Missouri from 1941 to date. 

The history of Macon journalism would not be complete without 
mention of Edgar White, an outstanding Missouri journalist and 
author, whose unselfish spirit and generous deeds will be long 
remembered. He worked on Macon newspapers for thirty-seven 
years prior to his death in February, 1937, and for eight years as 
city editor of the Chronicle-Herald. His background as a printer in 
St. Louis and on the Moberly Daily Monitor and as a court reporter 
for ten years fitted him for his later work in Macon. His short 
stories and feature articles were printed in all sections of the coun- 
try; he prepared and edited the General History of Macon County, 
published in 1910; he encouraged the founding of the Northeast 
Missouri Press Association, afterwards serving as publicity director 
for several years and as president for one term; and he submitted 
the plan for a memorial park honoring Mark Twain at Florida, 
Missouri, to the Northeast Missouri Press Association. After the 
endorsement of the plan, he was instrumental in the establishment 
of the park, now one of the showplaces of Missouri. He spent much 
time and money to help the unfortunate and it seemed that his 
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capacity for kindness and service was unlimited. After his death, 
his host of friends in Macon and throughout the State wished to 
provide a worthy memorial to him. I was pleased to serve as chair- 
man of the Edgar White Memo- 
rial Committee of the Northeast 
Missouri Press Association in 
1940 to provide this memorial. 
F. M. Sagaser of Macon served 
as secretary and the other mem- 
bers of the committee were the 
late H. S. Carroll of Lentner, 
James Todd of Moberly, W. C. 
Hewitt of Shelbyville, and the 
late Jack Blanton of Paris. Mrs. 
John J. Shea was a loyal com- 
mittee of one in Macon. The 
Edgar White Memorial Clock, 
dedicated in Macon, May 8, 
1942, honors the Missouri editor 
who made service to his fellow 
men his life motto and work.

THE FIRST STEAMBOATS ON THE MISSOURI 


REMINISCENCES OF CAPTAIN W. D. HUBBELL 


EDITED BY VIVIAN K. MC LARTY* 


The Missouri River had rolled on its turbulent way for centuries, 
and only hardy suls had attempted to ascend it by the slow and 
painful process of cordelling, towing, ‘“‘warping,”’ or poling. Then 
early in the nineteenth century the steamboat made its appearance 
on western waters and, although the first attempts were not alto- 
gether successful, they pointed the way to the eventual submission 
of ‘‘old man river.”

The First Steamboat on the Missouri, the Independence, Arriving at 
Franklin, May 28, 1819 ° 


The first steamboat to ascend the Missouri was the Independence, 
which reached Franklin May 28, 1819, and went on to Chariton 
before returning to St. Louis. In the meantime a larger invasion had 
been planned. On December 2, 1818, the United States government 
made a contract with Colonel James Johnson! of Kentucky to

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transport troops and provisions up the Missouri in five steamboats 
for the establishment of a military post at the mouth of the Yellow- 
stone River or some other suitable point. The establishment of this 
post by means of the so-called ‘‘Yellowstone Expedition”’ was the 
pet project of John C. Calhoun, secretary of war in President 
Monroe's cabinet, as he felt it was necessary to overawe both the 
British fur traders and the Indians in that area. 


As a first step in the process, 260 riflemen under the command of 
Colonel Talbot Chambers were moved past Fort Osage in six keel- 
boats and encamped for the winter of 1818-1819 a few miles above 
the mouth of the Kansas River at a place called Cantonment 
Martin.2. Then Colonel Henry Atkinson,* in charge of the 6th 
Infantry assembled from Plattsburg, Philadelphia, and Detroit, was 
stationed at Fort Bellefontaine near St. Louis to await transporta- 
tion up the river. Atkinson recommended the use of keelboats to 
move the troops and supplies, but the contract was let to Colonel 
Johnson for the steamboats R. M. Johnson, Expedition, Thomas 
Jefferson, J. C. Calhoun, and Exchange, without competitive bids or 
adequate securities being given.’ 


The inadequacy of the steamboats was demonstrated when two, 
the Calhoun and the Exchange, failed to get as far as Fort Belle- 
fontaine. The Jefferson sank before reaching Franklin, the Johnson's 
machinery gave out ten miles below the mouth of the Kansas River, 
and the Expedition was only able to reach Cantonment Martin. 


A clerk on board the Johnson, William David Hubbell, later, at 
the age of eighty-three, wrote his reminiscences of the trip, and they 
were published in the Richmond Conservator of March 11 and 
March 18, 1881. A copy of the reminiscences was sent the Society 
by Captain Hubbell’s great-granddaughter, Miss Louise Darneal of

THE REMINISCENCES 


The government having determined under Secretary Calhoun, 
to send an expedition up the Missouri and Mississippi rivers, 
Colonel James Johnson contracted with the government to do the 
freighting for both of the expeditions, and he was to furnish a 
number of steamboats, who 
|which] were to accompany the 
troops. The Johnson, Expedi- 
tion, and Thomas Jefferson start- 
ed from Louisville, all loaded 
with supplies for the army, in 
April, 1819. 

Our boat had an additional 
boiler put up and we were much 
annoved by the want of a full 
supply of water, when we came 
to start, but we arrived at 
St. Louis about the last of April 
or the first part of May and 
entered the Missouri in May, 
and I am confident that we were 
the first steamboats that ever 
passed above St. Louis. This

brick house in what is now the

standing the Old French Round Fort, to fortify the place in old 

times against the Indians. In French times, the authorities of the 
city used one of them as a common jail. 





‘Captain Hubbell was born Jan. 12, 1798, in Bridgeport, Conn., and when a young man 
emigrated to Kentucky where, after several business ventures, he signed up with Colonel Johnson 
for work on his steamboats. In 1839, after the adventures recited here, he moved his family to 
Howard County, then Clay, Ray, and finally Boone. He was largely instrumental in organizing the 
first church of the Missionary Baptists in Clay County. When the Baptists decided in 1849 to 
locate and endow a college, Captain Hubbell worked diligently to help secure the funds required so 
that Liberty might be the location of William Jewell College. He was one of the trustees named in 
the charter and was for many years a curator of the college. Captain Hubbell died in Columbia at 
the home of a son, John Price Hubbell, on April 14, 1883, at the age of eighty-five. He is buried in 
the Hubbell lot in the cemetery there. 
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The troops did not arrive and we built a camp opposite the 
mouth of the Missouri river in Illinois. From some liabilities or 
other, we were not allowed to land in the Territory of Missouri, for 
fear of some writ against Col. James Johnson.® I never knew of what 
nature it was, but Johnson’s plea was that he could not appeal to the 
United States Court in the case. While detained waiting for the 
troops, I was given the command of the Johnson and made several 
trips to the mouth of the Ohio, after supplies that had been brought 
to the mouth in flatboats, which I successfully accomplished and got 
all back safe. 

The troops finally got to the old fort, Bellefountaine [sic], about 
five miles above the mouth of the Missouri river, and the day was 
finally reached by general order to start from the fort of Belle- 
fountaine on the 4th day of July, 1819; for the mouth of the Yellow- 
stone river. The troops were the 5th Regiment of Infantry and 
Battalion of the Rifle Regiment under the command of Col. [Talbot] 
Chambers, the whole under the command of Col. [Henry] Atchison 
[sic], of the 6th regiment of infantry, he also commander in chief of 
the military department of Missouri. The 5th regiment of infantry 
was ordered on Rock Island. 

In the meantime the steamboat J. C. Calhoun, who [which] was 
to have been one of the boats to accompany the expedition, had left 
Louisville to join us, had not arrived or had not been heard from. 
I was started with one man to go down the river in a canoe to meet 
her and find out the cause of delay. I started and found her at Cape 
Girardeau with a hole burnt in her boiler. Of course, nothing could 
be done with her and I hired a man to take me and my man to 
Ste. Genevieve then hired another man to take us to St. Louis, 
where we arrived about the July 1, and joined my boat, the Johnson, 
the next day. 

I can truly say that the whole matter of the steamboats was as 
complete a failure as could have been possible, the boats being 
totally unfit for the trip as could ‘be, drawing empty 61% feet water 
aft and 2 feet in bow when loaded drew 6 feet in stern and 4% in 
bow, and they proved what might have been expected, but we had a 
plenty of hauser rope of from 4 to 6 inches thick and from 200 to 400 
feet long, which enabled us to overcome, by hard labor, the unfitness 
of our boat. 


sJohnson was dodging an attachment against his property in order to satisfy his indebtedness 
to the Bank of Missouri. 
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At last the 6th day of July arrived and all got ready. At 12 
o'clock M, the signal gun was fired, and we began to move in mili- 
tary array, our boat, the Johnson, with the commander in chief on 
board, his headquarters. We got along very slow, the keel boats as 
well as the steamers, in an hour or two we got into confusion, and 
hardly got out of sight of starting place and got around, and we did 
not get all off until the next day, when we arrived at St. Charles, 
where we landed safely after a journey of three days, making only 
25 miles. 

Colonel Atchison then issued an order for each of the boats to act 
for itself, and they could proceed to act for themselves, without 
waiting for one another, while he proceeded by land up to where 
Sibley now stands, then called Fort Osage where the troops finally 
rallied, then the corner of the State, Jackson county with the Platte 
purchase, not having been annexed at this time. Our boat, Johnson, 
proceeded to go on, but we did not get as far as Court Sanderson 
when we burnt a hole in the boiler of our boat, and had to repair it 
before we could go on, we were detained 12 days. When we got 
started again, we were aground every day and frequently, at nights, 
we could look back and see the place we started from in the morning. 
Nobody on our boat had ever run the river before, and we had to feel 
our way the best we could. However, we got along the best and 
when we came to a bar that had not sufficient water, we generally 
run out a cable to fasten to a log or a tree on shore and by keeping 
the boat’s bow up stream, we would work our way over it, and thus 
we progressed from day to day until we arrived at Fort Osage, a day 
or two after the troops that had proceeded us and left.’ 


One thing I mention here. A man by the name of Martin, had 
built a cabin in what is now Clay County. Old Mrs. McAws lived in 
the cabin, about 1850; and there he, Martin, killed six Osage 
Indians, who went to the cabin and asked the woman for something 
to eat. The woman ran to where the men were at work, and they 
proceeded to attack and killed them all. The Court of Inquiry, of 
which Capt. Hale, who was in command of the troops in our boat 
was one of the Court, although the act was justified, said it was a 
base murder on the settlers part. 


7The keelboats arrived August 9. The Expedition arrived August 16. It left Fort Osage 
August 24, and reached Cantonment Martin August 27, but was unable to proceed because of low 
water. The Johnson reached Franklin August 3, and Fort Osage about September 7. Edgar B. 
Wesley, ‘‘A Still Larger View of the So-Called Yellowstone Expedition,’’ North Dakota Historical

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We were detained here a day or so and then started on our trip. 
As we were moving along, finely, one day our cylinder head bursted 
to pieces, and of course, our progress was ended, the boat disabled, 
and I may as well say that we had to send our engines all the way to 
Louisville, Ky, to get the necessary castings for the repairing, no 
foundery having been built west of that city at that time. 

We had to go into camp, the troops going on shore and the offi- 
cers boarding on our boat. We had gotten, when we broke down, 
half way between what is now known as Liberty Landing® and 
Wayne City, we laid here until some time in October, when some 
boats returning to St. Louis empty, having been discharged at what 
was then called Council Bluffs [in the present Nebraska] about 
25 miles above where Omaha now stands, where the whole command 
had gone into winter quarters expecting to go on in the spring. 
Capt. Hale took forcible possession of as many boats as he needed, 
and the crews took to their feet and proceeded by land to Fort 
Osage, and from there could go home. We loaded two of the boats 
with the cargo of our steamer and troops started under the cordel 
and made good progress and got safely up. 

In November | returned down on the keel boat and when we 
went back to the boat, the excursion, having given up all hopes of 
success that fall, had lain up at an island where Capt. [Wyly] 
Martin had built a fort, the winter before, on Cow Island® with his 
company of riflemen, belonging to Col. Chamber’s command. 
Maj. Uriel Sebree,'® the government agent, being with us, it was 
concluded to send me with all the men we could spare to St. Louis, 
there expecting to meet funds for their pay. 

So I came down with about 30 men to pay off and discharge, but 
when we got to St. Louis Maj. Sebree met no funds, nor could he 
raise any at all. Col. Johnson, when he started, could have raised 
any amount but had totally failed. What to do was a problem to 
solve, but it was thought best to walk through to Louisville and 
we started. \ 

The first days walk, to get to a stopping place, was 45 miles from 
the mouth of the Missouri, where we were in camp. We started at

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daybreak and succeeded in getting all through, by 12 o'clock that 
night, I think the sorest and tiredest set of men I ever saw. 

The next day we only got 20 miles. That fall, on the road we 
were traveling, had been the scene of much robbing and stealing and 
several emigrants camping had been murdered and plundered, as 
they were proceeding to settle out west, so much so that it was 
considered dangerous to travel through, except in quite large 
companies, but we got through at last all right to Louisville, after a 
good many trials and troubles, such as would not be borne at the 
present day. Almost every day we passed, from what was then 
called the Grand prairie to Vincennes, a camp where murder had 
been committed. 

When I arrived at Louisville, | gave to each of the men certifi- 
cates of what was due each one, it was all I could do and I left for the 
great crossing, and home in Scott county [Kentucky]. About the 
first of February, 1820, I left to come back to Missouri to the boats 
with a draft on the old bank of Missouri, from the Secretary of War, 
for $10,000, which | brought to St. Louis and after taking as much 
money as | thought necessary for the use of the boats up the river 
turned the balance over to Col. Johnson’s agent, for him to pay off 
the indebtedness of Col. Johnson, which I suppose did not amount to 
one per cent of his debts in St. Louis. 

I came through by land, on horse back, and left for the boats 
with 20 men with me, and we got to Old Franklin on the night of 
22d, and stayed all night, where they were celebrating Washing- 
ton’s birthday by a grand ball. The next day we crossed the river at 
Arrow Rock and had to wend our way to Fort Osage, where we 
arrived in due time and then we had to find our way as best we could 
to where the steamboat Johnson lay. 

Our engineer had successfully accomplished his trip and had 
gotten back with the necessary fixtures for the repairs of our engine, 
so that we could descend the river when spring opened. After I had 
rested a week or so I concluded that I would take some 4 or 5 men 
and make a trip up to where the steamer Expedition wintered, at 
Kaw Island, near where the old Kickapoo Indian agency has since 
been located. When I got up to where Weston now is, at the bluffs, 
immediately below Weston, I left the boat to work its way around 
the large bend in the river up to the camp and took a man with me, 
to cross the bottom on foot, thinking I might kill some game and 
knew we both could get to the end of our trip before night. I walked 
through the bottom until I came to a little prairie in the bottom, 
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that I had formerly been at, when I was greatly surprised at seeing a 
large lot of Indian ponies grazing in the woods and prairie and was 
fearful they were not of a friendly nature. After thinking what was 
best to do I determined to make my way to the river and see if all 
was right, when dodging about in some thick brush I found myself 
in the Indian camp. 


They were friendly and all was right, I got over to the boat and 
found the Indians were a party that had come some 3 or 4 hundred 
miles, from off the big Platte river, to see the steamboat. The leader 
of the party was a Pawnee Indian, he had been intrusted by the 
command at Council Bluff to guide the express agent through to old 
Fort Osage, and they came by and staid [sic] all night, as he came 
down, and when they returned he told the Capt. he would be back 
in so many moons and he was there with his party sure enough. 


Well, when | started back, after a week or two, the old Chief 
wanted to come with me and I took him. His object was to go to 
Fort Osage to trade. We proceeded down the river and when we got 
about half way down we discovered a large party of Kaw Indians, 
they being the only Indians I| was afraid of, as they were hostile and 
| kept out of their way as far as | could, but the old Chief I had on 
board let me know he wanted to talk with them, so I let the boat 
draw near enough for my Indian to commence his harrangue [sic] 
with them and he found out where they were going, and why they 
were. They were on a hunting expedition to the falls of the Platte, 
where Platte City now stands, in Platte County, Missouri. 

The old Chief had directed his party to go to the same place to 
hunt until he got back and he soon let me know that the Kaws were 
entirely too strong for his party and he must go back to take his 
party home or they would lose their scalps. We got down to the 
boat and he started down to Fort Osage, did his trading and ®got 
back early in the morning and we set him across the river, the last I 
saw of him. He got back to his old haunts, and I saw him the next 
summer at the Bluffs. 


During the winter or in March, 1820, a man came up and made a 
settlement at the Bluffs, where Liberty Landing now is, and the men 
from the boat helped him to put up his cabin. In April the river rose 
and the Expedition came down and both boats left for St. Louis. 
I was then transferred to the Expedition and we got safely down at 
last, the Johnson went to Louisville, not being fit for another trip 
up the Missouri river. 
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We loaded the Expedition for the Bluffs and left St. Louis, I 
think in May, [1820] and as we had learned something of the river by 
experience we got along a good deal better and successfully made 
the trip up with the steamboat to the Bluffs. Got there in July. The 
place then called Council Bluffs was about 25 miles above where it 
now stands, with the City of Omaha on the south side of the river. 
It was determined to let the boat stay at the Bluffs, under the 
protection of the fort, and I remained in charge of her with two men 
under me and we were to bring her out in the spring. 

That summer representatives from all the various tribes, from 
the Missouri to the Rocky Mountains, were assembled at the Bluffs, 
to hold treaties with the Agent, Col. John O’Fallen [O'Fallon] of 
St. Louis. They had been a year collecting them by runners from 
tribe to tribe and near on to 1,000 Chief assembled, representing 
every known tribe from the Mississippi river to the Rocky Moun- 
tains, and savages as they were they felt their independence and 
were in no way embarrassed by the troops. Each tribe had its day 
for treaty making and at the close of each day, when the presents of 
the Government was distributed, each Chief stripped himself of his 
fine robe and made it a present to the Agent. 

I was much amused one day by an Indian coming on board the 
boat and seeing himself in a large mirror in the cabin; he ran off and 
soon brought, I suppose, 100 or more with him to look at the wonder- 
ful sight. After they had crowded in as many as could see, they 
ludicrously broke out into a loud and boisterous laugh, which was 
truly funny. The glass attracted more sight seeing than anything 
at the Bluffs. I noticed an Indian one day, sitting on the bank of the 
river, earnestly looking at the boat when all at once he made a dive, 
as if to go under the boat, which really was his object, but he went the 
whole length of the boat and came up at the stern awfully bruised 
and scratched. A thousand incidents occurred through the trip up 
the river that might be interesting to relate, but I have not time to 
enumerate them. 

I was taken sick with chills and fever and at last got so low that 
the Surgeon of the boat told me that the only possible chance to save 
my life was to leave there and try and get back home. Asa keel boat 
was going down to St. Louis, and several of the officers were going 
home on furlough I left the boat in charge of Maj. Dougherty and 
came down. At St. Louis we hired a hack and came through to 
Louisville, four of us, and I got home at last nearer dead than alive. 








A PEORIA INDIAN STATES HIS CASE 


BY JAMES W. COVINGTON* 


It is unusual to find in our history books any footnotes referring 
to what the American Indians thought of the occupation and settle- 
ment of the United States. This is because it was difficult to have 
their words translated and recorded by the white man. The Indians’ 
reactions to the explorers and various frontier institutions would be 
extremely helpful toward the attainment of a more accurate account 
of this period. 

Occasional bits of information have been left us by white men 
who crudely translated the rich flow of words uttered by the splendid 
red orators and statesmen. One such translation was made when a 
Peoria leader, accompanied by some friends, made a trip to St. Louis 
and dictated a letter to President John Quincy Adams. 

The Peoria Indians were once an important tribe of the Illinois 
Confederacy. At the beginning of the historic period they lived near 
the mouth of the Wisconsin River in the general region of Prairie du 
Chien, Wisconsin. As a single tribe, they were always few in num- 
bers, their estimated population being 250 in 1736. By the latter 
part of the seventeenth century they moved southward into Illinois. 
After the French and Indian Wars, when their enemies, including 
the Kickapoo and the Fox, began a war of extermination against 
them, a part of the Peoria settled on the Blackwater Fork near 
Ste. Genevieve, although the main part of the tribe remained on the 
Illinois River.' In 1802, when Perrine du Lac visited Ste. Genevieve 
he noted that a small band of Peorias lived near the village.* 

The Missouri band remained near Ste. Genevieve until 1819 
when Subagent Pierre Menard led the group to a new location on the 
White River in southwestern Missouri. Other tribes were transfer- 
red into the area and the Peorias seemed to think that their new 
neighbors had received much better treatment from the United 
States government than they had. Consequently, Wapi-cha-ca-nan

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and his friends made the trip to St. Louis to complain about the 
situation and hope that the “‘Great White Father’ might help them. 


TALK OF WAPI-CHA-CA-NAN IN BEHALF OF HIS NATION 
THE PEORIAS THE 22ND DAY OF JULY 1828 


Father the President—| was asleep, and in my sleep | drempt 
[sic] | saw many nations passing by me. I awaked and opened my 
eyes and saw that it was true—that many red skins were going to 
settle themselves on land you had allotted them.’ 

Father—The Peoria your red children wishes to be heard by you, 
they hope you will not shut your ears to their complaint and for that 
reason they travelled upwards to two hundred miles to come here 
[St. Louis] to send you this talk. 

Father —Your children the Peoria have no reason to believe that 
you will not listen to their talk—if they thought you had, they would 
not have taken the pains to travel several hundred miles for nothing 
—no they have to [sic] good an opinion of you. 

Father—Your children, the Peorias, were in part the owners of 
all the land from high up the IIlinois down to the mouth of the Ohio 
and at a considerable distance on either side of the Mississippi. 

Father —Y es, the Peorias and the owners of all this country —here 
once was the great village of the Peoria Nation—the waters of the 
St. Francis, the waters of big black and all the land from this place 
[St. Louis]—to the mouth of Black River belong to us. Game was 
plenty and no one to control us—we were the oldest settler, and 
master of the country—under the great Spirit above—who is 
master of all. 

Father—The French were the first white men who came ‘among 
us. We befriended him and took him under our protection. Next 
came the Spaniards, we done [sic] the same with him, after which 
you came and we treated you in like manner. 

Father—When the French and Spaniards were with us, we lived 
happy and easy. They never asked us to sell our lands and if they 
had, we would have laughed at them. We lived in common with 
them, we showed them our lead mines, our salt spring area, our 
good land. 

Father—I\n progress of time more white people became strong 
and us weak, they sold our land and left us to pine away under the 
influence of strong water.

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Father—You see, that these very people we took under our 
protection have deceived us. They sold you the country God had 
allotted us. 

Father—Whither this is right or wrong you know best. All we 
know, | can say, is that we have been deceived—in the first place

next by the Kaskaskia Indians 
—our brothers—at a treaty held 
at Edwardville.‘ 

Father—We are told, by our 
Father Clark and our friend 
Menard that we have ceded all 
our right to lands on both sides 
of the Mississippi for the con- 
sideration of $300 for twelve 
vears.” 

Father—\t is not so. $300 was 
given the Peorias gratuitous and 
as a token of friendship betwext 
|sic] you and us. How could we 
cede lands yeu had purchased 
from others but by right was 





our own? 


F.—We never sold nor have Kee-ma-ra-nia, One of the Signers 
' of the Letter Addressed to Presi- 
given away ourland. Yet weare dent John Quincy Adams 


deprived of them, and we know 
not why. We claim it as our property and can not get them. 

Father—You have become the possessor of the country where 
the bones of our forefathers are scattered. You have built large 
houses with our stones and the clay that covered the bones of our 
ancestors, and your Friend and children; the Peoria, are poor 
and helpless. 

Father—Your children the Peorias, once a large nation, have 
become small and helpless, and unless you assist them, they will 
dwindle to nothing.® Nations are daily coming from the sun rise, 
you give them large trace [tracts] of land, and, besides, large presents

Father—The Peoria wishes to be heard, and if you think they 
have been cheated, do not forget them and do for them, what you 
can, and they will not [unreadable] any more. 

Father—\f you are willing to help us, let us know it by our 
Father Clark who is willing to help us. The $300 you give us is 
scarcely euough to cover one-fourth of our people. 

Father—We, the Peoria, who never stained their hands in the 
blood of white men, all take you by the hand and wish you health, 
prosperity, and success. Do not forget us; we are under your wing.®

Dissatisfied with “‘old school’’ medical practices, this pioneer 
Missouri doctor evolved a new system for healing and founded a 
famous school at Kirksville for training practitioners. Do you know 
his name? 


Where was he born? 


A. Born in Virginia in 1828, at the age of six he accompanied his 
family to Tennessee and three years later to Macon County, 


Missouri, where his father 
was a Methodist minister, 
doctor, and farmer. 


What did he do as a young 
man? 


A. Opposed to slavery, he 
moved to Wakarusha Mis- 
sion, Kansas, in 1853. There 
he was active in “border war- 
fare,’ farmed, and doctored 
Indians. He was elected to 
the Kansas territorial legisla- 
ture on the Free State ticket 
in 1857. He and his two 
brothers donated land in 1856 
for the site of Baker Univer- 
sity, Baldwin, Kansas, and he 
superintended the erection of

the university buildings. He fought for the Union cause in the 
Battle of Westport as a major in the Kansas militia in 1861. 


. When did he begin serious study of health problems? 


A. After the death of his three children from meningitis in 1864, 
he began the study of health and disease which lasted for ten 
years in Kansas. Lacking laboratory facilities and books, he used

disinterred Indian skeletons as subjects for study. He claimed 
June 22, 1874, as the birthday of his new system, for then, he 
said, truth dawned upon him like a ‘“‘burst of sunshine.”’ After 
this he developed the manipulative treatment of osteopathy, 
which has also been influenced by later developments in general 
scientific knowledge and practice. 


What was his success as an osteopathic physician in Missouri? 


A. After an unsuccessful attempt to explain osteopathy at Baker 
University, he moved to Kirksville in 1875 and for ten years was 
a poorly paid itinerant north 
Missouri doctor, regarded as 
eccentric and ridiculed. But 
his practice grew and patients 
began to come in such num- 
bers that he and his three 
sons, whom he had trained in 
osteopathy, could not handle 
them. In 1892 he obtained 
from the Missouri legislature 





a charter permitting him to

teach osteopathy and a few 
months later held the first 
classes for eighteen students 
at the American School of Osteopathy. 


What was his later work? 


A. Known familiarly as “Old Doctor,” he lived to see the growth 
of the twenty-month school, held in a one-story frame house, to 
a four-year college housed in a four-story sixty-seven-room brick 
building. He founded the Jeurnal of Osteopathy in 1894, pub- 
lished his Autobiography in 1897, treated patients, and taught at 
the school until a short time before his death in 1917. 

In 1924 the school was merged with the Andrew T. Still 
College of Osteopathy and Surgery, founded by his son-in-law, 
Dr. George M. Laughlin, and is know known as the Kirksville 
College of Osteopathy and Surgery. In the vanguard of osteo- 
pathic education, the college has an average enrollment of more 
than 330 students. 
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6. How is his memory honored in Missouri? 


A. A bronze tablet, near his log cabin birthplace, moved from 
Virginia to Kirksville, was dedicated to his memory in 1928. 


What was his name?

THIS MISSOURI WOMAN WAS THE COFOUNDER OF LINDENWOOD 
COLLEGE 


Released May 7, 1957 


Pioneers in education for women, this Missouri teacher and her 
husband opened at St. Charles a private elementary school for girls 
which developed through successive reorganization into a seminary, 
a junior college, and a four-year college for women, the only Protes- 
tant senior college for women in Missouri. Do you know her name? 


1. What was her background? 


A. Born in New York in 1800, at the age of three she came with 
her family to St. Louis, where her father, Rufus Easton, was 
prominent in Missouri's territorial history. When thirteen years 
old she traveled to Washington D. C. on horseback and then 
by boat to Shelbyville, Kentucky, where she attended a seminary 
for girls. 


2. Where did she make her home after her marriage? 


A. She was married in St. Louis in 1815 to an Indian agent, 
stationed at Fort Osage in. what is now Jackson County. The 
following spring her husband transported his bride and her piano 
with drum, fife, and horn attachment, her books, her saddle 
horse, and needed furniture, in a month’s keelboat journey up the 
river from St. Charles to their newly-built wilderness home. 
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3. How did she adjust to life in the wilderness? 


un 


A. With hospitality her first consideration, she made her home a 
model of pioneer taste and elegance in the wild environment. It 
picturesquely described by 
such noted visitors to the 
West as Brackenridge, Prince 
Maximillian, and Audubon. 

Her husband wrote in 1816, 
‘“You may be sure Mary is a 
great favorite with the 
Indians, indeed they literally 
idolize her since they have 
heard her play.” 


When did she become interested 
in education for women? 


A. Soon, she began to teach 





her sister who visited her at 
Fort Osage, and the Indian 
girls. From this experience, Cofounder of Lindenwood College

she and her husband became 

interested in founding a girls’ school. They moved to St. Charles 
in 1826 and the next year opened a school in their home. Linden- 
wood College dates its founding from this school. In 1828 they 
selected a site in the forest of linden trees overlooking the Mis- 
souri River which they named Linden Wood and in 1831 erected 
there the first school building. 


What were her further contributions to the college? 


A. Affectionately known to students as “‘Aunt Mary,”’ her faith 
in her cherished project never faltered. She went East and raised 
$4,000 among friends for the school in the 1840’s and she 
remained undaunted when the college declined during the Civil 
War. Hoping to expand the school, she and her husband deeded 
the 120 acres of college land in 1853 to college trustees appointed 
by the Presbytery of St. Louis and a charter was obtained from 
the State legislature for Lindenwood Female College. The 
founders stipulated that the college was to be non-sectarian, 
although religion was to occupy a prominent place. 
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She took an active interest in the college until her death 
occurred at Lindenwood in 1878. In 1870, control of the college 
was placed under the Presbyterian Synod of Missouri, U.S. A. 
In 1913, the college was accredited as a junior college and in 1917, 
as a four-year college for women.

6. How is her memory honored? 


A. A hall, erected at Lindenwood in 1856 and later remodeled, is 
named for her and her husband; a monument over her grave in 
the cemetery on the college grounds was erected by friends; 
and her organ, together with her library, are preserved in the 
college museum.

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THIS HUNGARIAN-BORN JOURNALIST FOUNDED A GREAT 
MISSOURI NEWSPAPER 


Released June 4, 1957 


From a penniless, German-speaking soldier, newly mustered out 
of the Union Army, this adopted Missourian rose to fame as the 
founder of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and publisher of the New 
York World. Do you know his name? 


1. Why did he come to the United States? 


A. Born in Mako, Hungary, in 1847, at seventeen he left home to 
join the army. In Hamburg, he met a United States recruiting 
officer for the Union forces 
who accepted him. He sailed 
for America, enlisted in the 
Ist New York Lincoln Cav- 
alry in November, 1864, and 
served until the close of the 
Civil War. Afterward unable 
to find work in New York, he 
struck out for St. Louis. 


2. What did he do after his arrival 
in St. Louis? 


A. After a succession of me- 
nial jobs, he became secretary 
of a society for German 
youths, and in 1868 was hired 
as a reporter on the Westliche- 
Post. His gangling frame,

butt of many jokes; but his 

resourcefulness, unbounded energy, and success in the search for 
news soon attracted attention. 


3. What was his political career in Missouri? 


A. Because of his .outstanding legislative reporting, he was 
elected and seated as a representative in the State legislature in 
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1869, although ineligible because of his youth. Soon thereafter, 
he shot and slightly wounded a prominent lobbyist. Influential 
friends made up the sum of his fine. A Missouri leader of Liberal 
Republicanism, after the defeat of the movement, he went over 
to the Democratic party and in 1876 campaigned for Tilden. 
As a delegate to the State Constitutional Convention in 1875, he 
helped to secure the provision under which St. Louis gained its 
own charter separate from the county. 


When did he found the Post-Dispatch? 


A. He bought the Dispatch for $2,500 at a sheriff’s sale in 1878 
and a few days later merged it with the Post. His lively crusades 
against tax dodgers, crooked politicians, and gamblers, and for 
civic improvement, brought the Post-Dispatch to the forefront 
rapidly, and by the end of 1881, his profits were fully $45,000 a 
vear. In 1885, he bought the New York World, which under his 
Midas touch earned a profit of $500,000 within three years. 


. How did he spend the remainder of his life? 


A. Elected to Congress from New York in 1884, he resigned after 
a few months. In 1887 he dropped the personal management of 
his newspapers because of approaching blindness and general 
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7. 


ill-health. For almost 24 years he roamed the world seeking a 
cure. Surrounded by a staff of secretaries, he kept in close touch 
with his newspapers and world events. The last years of his life 
were spent on board his yacht, Liberty, away from ordinary noise 
which tortured him. He died in 1911 in Charleston Harbor, 
South Carolina. 


How is he best remembered? 


A. The continuing success of the Post-Dispatch, which has been 
published under his family name for three generations, and his 
gift of $2,000,000 for the founding of the Pulitzer School of 
Journalism, Columbia University, and for the awarding of prizes 
for literary and journalistic excellence are perhaps his best 
memorials. Commemorating his 100th birthday, a bronze plaque 
was unveiled by Sigma Delta Chi in 1947 at the old St. Louis 
Courthouse and 3-cent postage stamps were issued by the 
United States Post Office Department bearing his Sargent 
portrait and the inscription, ““Our Republic and its press will rise 
and fall together.” 


What was his name? 


A. Joseph Pulitzer.

HISTORICAL NOTES AND COMMENTS 


A PERSONAL MESSAGE FROM THE SECRETARY 


The museum and headquarters building in Jefferson City, pur- 
chased and maintained by the Cole County Historical Society, is an 
outstanding example of the contribution of a local historical society 
to the community. 

The Cole County Historical Society was organized by a group of 
fifty persons, July 24, 1941, at the Melody Farm home of Mr. and 
Mrs. John W. Hobbs. In 1943 the sum of $1,362.65 was presented to 
the society by the late Mrs. Houck McHenry and Mrs. William 
Gundelfinger, trustees for a fund earned by a group of women during 
World War I, which was earmarked to be given at some future date 
for a civic purpose. The fund was used in 1946 as part payment for 
the purchase of the historic B. Gratz Brown home for use as a 
museum and headquarters for 
the society. In 1943, the late 
George Hope, Jr. made the first 
private donation to the museum 
fund in the name of his son, Alex 
Hope, of St. Louis. The dona- 
tions increased and soon after 
the purchase, society members 
were able to burn the $7,000 
mortgage on the home. It was 
the first permanent home to be 
acquired by a Missouri county 
historical society. 

A drive in 1946 and 1947, 
headed by Dan W. Snyder, 
raised more than $24,000 for the 
reconstruction of the home. It 
was, however, necessary to bor- 
row $11,000 for the completion 
of the work. This debt has now been reduced to $3,000. 

A two-day dedication of the museum, May 27-28, 1948, brought 
more than 1,000 visitors, who were received by the wife of the 
governor and the wives of four former Missouri governors. The 
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museum, recreated as a tastefully decorated home of the period, 
exhibits many rare antique pieces of historical interest in Missouri 
and gowns worn by the wives of former Missouri governors, repre- 
senting eighteen different administrations. On bronze plaques near 
the entry are inscribed the names of ninety-one donors of $100 each 
and eleven donors of $500 or more to the museum fund. More than 
6,000 persons visited the museum in the year after its opening.

In 1948 the Cole County Historical Society was one of nine 
county historical societies among 900 in the nation to receive an 
Award of Merit from the American Association for State and Local 
History, Washington, D. C., for outstanding achievement. 

The society has held numerous fund-raising events, including a 
semi-annual white elephant sale, for the maintenance of the museum 
since its opening. Contributions from individuals and corporations 
have been sought since the only regular sources of income are society 
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dues and the museum admission fee of twenty-five cents for adults 
and ten cents for children. 

The society headquarters serves as a clearing house for informa- 
tion about the city and the museum library is in constant use by 
persons doing research. An increased interest in the history of the 
town and county is apparent as the museum has become a civic 
asset appreciated by the community.

SOCIETY'S MEMBERSHIP REACHED A RECORD 10,033 ON MAY 14, 1957 


For the first time in the fifty-nine years of its existence, the State 
Historical Society has a membership of over 10,000 when a record 
10,033 were enrolled by May 14. 


When the above list was compiled as of April 30, 1957, the 
membership was 9,850, but in the fourteen day period from then to 
May 14, the mails brought in 207 new members, including seven life 
members. Although during this same period the Society lost 24 
members through deaths and other causes, the 207 new members 
gave the Society a net increase of 183 to attain the new record. 

The Society appreciates the efforts of so many of its members 
in suggesting names of persons who might wish to join, for it 
is largely through these efforts that the record of 10,033 members 
has been reached. 


k. KEITH JACKS 


Editor and publisher of the Montgomery Standard in Montgo- 
mery City from 1937 to 1945, R. Keith Jacks was born December 31, 
1873, at Sturgeon, Missouri, and graduated from Montgomery City 
High School and Colonel A. F. Fleet’s Military Academy [Missouri 
Military Academy] in Mexico. 
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His father, John W. Jacks, purchased the Montgomery Standard 
in 1880 and the paper remained in the Jacks family for sixty-five 
years. R. Keith Jacks owned and published newspapers in Okla- 
homa, New Mexico, and Texas, engaged in several business enter- 
prises, and then returned to journalism, working on newspapers in 
Kansas, Arkansas, Texas, and Louisiana before taking over the 
Montgomery Standard in 1937. 

Mr. Jacks was one of three surviving charter members of the 
State Historical Society of Missouri, the other two being E. J. 
Donger of Crawfordsville, Indiana, and George A. Trigg of Eliza- 
bethtown, Kentucky. Mr. Jacks, whose death occurred Decem- 
ber 16, 1956, is survived by his wife, the former Miss Martha Crane, 
and a brother, Henry Jacks, of Kansas City. 


DAVID M. WARREN GIVES SEVEN LIFE MEMBERSHIPS 


David M. Warren’s gift of five life memberships in the State 
Historical Society of Missouri to University of Missouri faculty 
members in April, 1956, and his previous gift of two life member- 
ships to a high ranking student with interest in history and a faculty 
member at Greenfield High School, Greenfield, Missouri, bring the 
number of life memberships he has given in the Society over a 
thirteen-year period to a total of 109. Mr. Warren also gave 200 
annual memberships in the Society in 1956.

CARTER COUNTY HISTORICAL SOCIETY ORGANIZED 

The Carter County Historical Society was organized April 18, 
1957, at a meeting in the Van Buren Courthouse, with twenty-one 
members present. Officers elected were Carl P. Turley, Van Buren, 
president; Oran N. Tucker, Ellsinore, first vice president; Bob 
Kitterman, Grandin, second vice president; Mrs. Owen Johnson, 
Fremont, secretary; and M. D. McClintock, Van Buren, treasurer. 
At the charter meeting of the society, May 20, 1957, in the Van 
Buren Courthouse, Floyd C. Shoemaker spoke on “How a Local 
Historical Society Can Keep Alive and Move Ahead.”’ Plans were 
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made for marking historic sites and the preservation of records and 
items pertaining to Ozark pioneer life. 


HENRY CLAY DANIEL PAPERS 


The Society has recently acquired the Henry Clay Daniel 
manuscript papers of 248 items, 721 pages. The collection was a 
gift of Mrs. John Trotwood Moore, former State librarian and 
archivist of Tennessee and a daughter of the late Judge Daniel. 


The collection includes business letters and papers, 1904 to 1920, 
relating information on matters dealing with certain Cass Countains 
Civil War claims; business papers, 1846 to 1889, of Robert A. and 
Mary J. Brown, Harrisonville; and family letters, 1916-1918, of 
Mrs. W. R. Brown, Harrisonville. 


Judge Daniel was born in Trigg County, Kentucky, July 16, 
1842. In the early 1850's, he came to Missouri with his parents and 
settled near Centralia. He received A. B. and M. A. degrees from 
the University of Missouri in 1865 and 1868. He then studied law 
under Charles H. Hardin in Mexico where he served as city attorney. 


In November, 1868, he moved to Harrisonville and became a law 
partner of James S. Woolridge. There he served as probate and 
criminal court judge for the county. His death occurred in Nash- 
ville, September 9, 1925, at the home of Mrs. Moore. 


SANBORN DIARIES PRESENTED TO SOCIETY 


Miss Edith E. Sanborn, a former Missourian now living in 
Compton, California, recently presented ten volumes of her father’s 
diary to the Society. John A. Sanborn was born in Illinois in 1850, 
moved to Nebraska in 1885, and acquired a farm near Mound City, 
Missouri, in 1898. He remained here until March, 1902, when he 
sold his holdings and moved to Kansas. A year later he returned to 
Missouri, acquiring a farm at Ten Mile, Macon County, where he 
remained until moving to California in 1908. 


The volumes given the Society cover the years in Missouri and 
Kansas, providing a careful day-by-day record of the weather, of 
family activity, and of all expenditures ranging from stamps, 
cigars, and pencils, to cattle, farm machinery, and land. Each 
volume closes with a statement about Sanborn’s status at the end of 
the year and a complete listing of the year’s expenditures. 
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DEDICATION OF THE CHURCH OF THE NATIONAL SHRINE OF 
ST. PATRICK IN ST. PATRICK, MISSOURI 


The new church of the National Shrine of St. Patrick, St. 
Patrick, Missouri, was dedicated by Bishop Joseph M. Marling of 
the Jefferson City diocese, March 17, 1957. Built at a cost of 
approximately $165,000, the church is a replica of the Church of the 
Four Master in Donegal, Ireland. It is the only shrine of St. Patrick 
in the only town of that name in the United States. 


The Reverend Joseph O’Duignan, native of Ireland and the 
present pastor, came to the parish in 1935. On March 17, 1954, 
ground was broken for the present shrine, built from world-wide 
contributions and funds from the decoration of cards and letters in 
appropriate green by the women of the parish for St. Patrick’s Day 
to meet the requests from thousands of people who want the 
St. Patrick’s cachet on their correspondence. 


A statue of St. Patrick and three stained glass windows in the 
side chapel of the church were manufactured in Dublin. A flagstone 
from Creagh Patrick, a chalice from Lough Dergh, and an altar stone 
from the holy mountain of Patrick are other Irish importations. 


As part of the dedication ceremonies, a Trans-World Airline 
plane dropped shamrocks on the church grounds. The crowning of a 
queen, music by an Irish band, a banquet, and a ball were other 
festivities of the day. A House resolution commending the people of 
St. Patrick on the erection of the shrine was read at the banquet by 
Richard J. De Coster, State representative from Lewis County. 


ONE HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE DRED SCOTT DECISION 


One hundred years ago in the turbulent pre-Civil War period, 
the U.S. Supreme Court handed down its famous ruling in the Dred 
Scott case holding that Scott, a slave, was not free because of 
removal to free soil and since he was not a citizen could not sue in 
the federal courts. The anniversary was observed on March 6, 1857, 
in the Old St. Louis Courthouse Museum in the Dred Scott Room 
where litigation in the case began. Scott’s great-grandson, John A. 
Madison, Sr., gave the principal address. 


Born in Virginia about 1795, Scott was brought to Missouri in 
1827 by his master Peter Blow, where he was later sold to Army 
surgeon John Emerson who took him to free territory. It was this 
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interval which was the basis for the trials instigated on his behalf by 
Henry T. Blow, son of his former owner. Later acquired by another 
son, Taylor Blow, from the Emerson estate, Scott was manumitted 
in 1857 and worked at Barnum’s Hotel in St. Louis until his death 
in 1858. 


Scott’s unmarked grave in Calvary Cemetery in St. Louis was 


the site of another anniversary ceremony marking the close of the 
historic case. George Hrdlicka, president of the Student Bar 
Association of the St. Louis University School of Law, placed a 
wreath at the gravesite and Professor Richard Childress of the 
university spoke. Nathan B. Young, editor of the St. Louis A meri- 
can, spoke at ceremonies held later at the St. Louis University 
School of Law.

Historical Society was held April 27, 1957, in Trinity School 
Auditorium. Dr. Earl A. Collins, president of the society, intro- 
ducted Dr. Irene Neu, of the Southeast Missouri State College 
history department, who addressed the group on the development of 
the American railroad system. Mr. and Mrs. Stephen B. Hunter 
were the members in attendance who have held the longest member- 
ship in the county organization. 


At the dinner meeting of the Carroll County Historical Society 
held in the Farm Bureau Building in Carrollton, April 3, 1957, J. A. 
Williams of Carrollton addressed the group on ‘‘Ghost Towns of 
Carroll County.”’ Two films of historical interest were shown.

Lafayette, were elected to honorary membership in the Grand Lodge 
A.F. & A.M. of Missouri. In honor of his visit, the name of Lillard 
County, Missouri, was changed to Lafayette County, February 16, 
1825. 


Monroe City observed the contennial of its founding with a 
celebration, June 2 through June 8, 1957. A “‘Centurama”’ pageant 
was presented and the Monroe City News issued a historical program 
booklet during the celebration. Monroe City was platted as a 
station on the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad in 1857. 


The seventieth anniversary of the founding of Temple Israel 
in St. Louis was observed in a service of worship, December 7, 1956, 
and an annual meeting and dinner, December 12, 1956. 


Kahoka is planning a centennial celebration to be held Septem- 
ber 20-21, 1957. Kahoka was platted in December, 1856, but the 
first house was built by John Cramlin in 1857, and Kahoka dates its 
founding from 1857.

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HONORS AND TRIBUTES 


The portrait of the late David Ellmore Blair, judge of the 
Supreme Court of Missouri from 1921 to 1931 and chief justice from 
1925 to 1926, was presented to the Supreme Court, February 20, 
1957, as a gift from the Blair family. State Senator Arkley W. 
Frieze made the presentation and Peggy Sue Blair, granddaughter 
of Judge Blair, unveiled the portrait. 


Judge Charles E. Whittaker, Kansas City, was nominated 
March 2, 1957, an associate justice of the United States Supreme 
Court by President Dwight D. Eisenhower. Judge Whittaker, 
native of Troy, Kansas, was admitted to the Missouri bar in 1923 
and graduated from the Kansas City School of Law in 1924. In 1930 
he became junior partner in the Kansas City law firm where he 
began work as an office boy in 1920. He was appointed to the 
Federal District Court in Kansas City, July 8, 1954, and named to 
fill a vacancy in the United States Court of Appeals, eighth circuit, 
June 5, 1956. He is past president of the Missouri Bar Association. 


Sixty-five percent of the estate, estimated at $15,000,000, of the 
late Lewis Wilk Hyer, St. Louis, was left in trust for the operation 
and maintenance of the School of the Ozarks near Hollister. An 
additional ten percent was left in trust for college scholarships for 
School of the Ozarks graduates. Hyer, director of J. C. Penney and 
Company, was president of the school’s board of trustees. 


The Pike County Historical Society sponsored the erection of a 
granite marker on the site of the former Watson Seminary in Ashley 
from the contributions of former students. At the dedication 
program, April 6, 1957, Walter Gillum, a former pupil, presented the 
marker to the county. It was accepted by Judge Thomas Mcllroy. 
Dr. Pauline D. Knobbs, dean of women, Northeast Missouri State 
Teachers College, Kirksville, was*the principal speaker. Watson 
Seminary was founded in 1855 and continued until 1916. 


A marker, honoring former Missouri Governor Guy B. Park, 
erected by the Platte County Historical Society, has been placed on 
the lawn of the Platte County Courthouse. 


Dr. Elmer Ellis, president of the University of Missouri, has been 
named chairman of the Army Historical Advisory Committee by 
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Secretary of the Army Wilber M. Brucker. He has been a member 
of the committee since 1954. 


Citations of Merit were awarded to four Missouri leaders of 
education at the Education Day banquet, March 5, 1957, in the 
Memorial Student Union of the University of Missuri. The reci- 
pients were Mrs. Irma G. Detjen, Dr. Anna V. Burns, Everett 
Keith, and Dr. Philip J. Hickey. Special recognition in absentia 
was given to Dr. Walter S. Monroe and Dr. J. N. Meriam. 


A portrait of L. A. Weaver, retiring chairman of the University 
of Missouri department of animal husbandry, was_ presented 
April 5, 1957, to the university by John H. Longwell, dean of the 
Cc tlege of Agriculture. Professor Weaver, a nationally known 
livestock judge, joined the University of Missouri faculty in 1910. 


William Glasgow Bruce Carson, native of St. Louis and professor 
of English and Dramatics at Washington University, was honored 
for outstanding achievement and service by the Washington Univer- 
sity Alumni Federation during the third: annual Founders’ Day 
celebration, February 20, 1957, in St. Louis. Mr. Carson has 
taught and worked with Tennessee Williams, Mary Wickes, Marvin 
Miller, and Ed Shepherd Mead, and is the author of a textbook. 


Clifford H. Nowlin, retired principal of East High School, 
Kansas City, received the Gold Key Award at the convention of the 
American Association of School Administrators in Atlantic City in 
February, 1957. Mr. Nowlin, who joined the Kansas City school 
system sixty-two years ago, was named at the convention by 
General Maxwell D. Taylor, Army chief of staff, as a teacher who 
had influenced his life and career. 


A portrait and bronze plaque honoring John Marshall, Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States, 1801-1835, was 
unveiled April 17, 1957, in the Saline County Courthouse, Marshall, 
in a ceremony arranged by the Saline County Historical Society. 
They were unveiled by Miss Ann Hall, H. H. Harris, Jr., president of 
the society, presented them to the county court, and they were 
accepted by Joseph M. Dawes, presiding judge. J. Leo Hayob and 
John R. Hall, members of the Marshall committee, gave brief talks, 
and Mr. F. C. Barnhill sketched the life of the Chief Justice, for 
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whom the town was named August 14, 1839. The portrait, carved 
wooden frame, and plaque were donated by Mr. and Mrs. Barnhill. 


Springfield Chapter No. 165 of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy awarded Crosses of Military Service to United States 
Senators W. Stuart Symington and Thomas B. Hennings, Jr., 
Governor James T. Blair, Jr., and John Ezell, Jr. at the annual 
convention in Springfield, September 25-26-27, 1956, of the Missouri 
Division of the UDC. Division President Mrs. H. F. Chadeayne 
and Mrs. Fred E. Mann, Recorder of Crosses, made the award. 


NOTES 


A resolution was unanimously adopted to assist in the establish- 
ment of the Wilson’s Creek Battlefield site as a national park at the 
meeting of the Wilson’s Creek Memorial Park Steering Committee, 
February 8, 1957, in Springfield. The resolution requested United 
States Senator Thomas B. Hennings, Jr. to introduce a bill to 
acquire the necessary land and expressed the willingness of the 
Wilson’s Creek Battlefield Foundation, Inc., a non-profit corpora- 
tion, to give the tract known as the ‘“‘Bloody Hill’ portion of the 
battlefield to the federal government. Wilson’s Creek Battlefield 
was visited May 7, 1957, by the national and regional directors of 
the National Park Service. 


The journal of Felix and William Renick on an exploring tour to 
Missouri Territory in 1819 was edited by Paul C. Henlein and pub- 
lished in the October, 1956, issue of Agricultural History, pages 
174-186. The notes, discovered in the Felix Renick farmhouse near 
Chillicothe, Ohio, describe the journey from Ohio to the Missouri 
settlements along the Mississippi River and along the Boon’s Lick 
Trail to old Franklin. From old Franklin they extended their 
exploration to the mouth of Crooked River near Lexington. A map 
of the route of the journey was published with the article. 


A documented article on “The Sources and Development of 
Probate Law” by Rush H. Limbaugh, member of the Cape Girar- 
deau bar and past president of Missouri Bar Integrated, was pub- 
lished in the December, 1957, issue of the Washington University 
Law Quarterly. To further an understanding of the new probate 
code adopted in Missouri in 1955, Mr. Limbaugh summarizes the 
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history of the development of the probate court in the colonies prior 
to the Revolution and in Missouri from the time of the Louisiana 
Purchase to the present. 


The University of Missouri and the Missouri Archaeological 
Society began an archaeological survey, March 6, 1957, of pre- 
historic Indian sites near the Gasconade and Osage Fork rivers in 
Laclede and Pulaski counties in the area that would be inundated by 
the construction of the proposed Richland reservoir. Carl H. 
Chapman, director of American archaeology at the University of 
Missouri, J. Mett Shippee, research associate from the University, 
and Marvin E. Tong, Jr., Lebanon, member of the board of trustees 
of the Missouri Archaeological Society, supervised the survey. 

The Missouri Archaeological Society has issued a Report of 
Progress, Archaeological Research by the University of Missouri 
1955-1956, edited by Carl H. Chapman. The report, a special 
publication, has been prepared to make available a fuller view of the 
research and some of the tentative results accomplished by the 
expanded archaeological program conducted by the University of 
Missouri and cooperating institutions, the Missouri Archaeological 
Society and the National Park Service, during 1955 and 1956. 


The centennial celebrations at Centralia, June 9-15, 1957, and 
Monroe City, June 2-8, 1957, will include an exhibit of railroadiana 
by the Wabash Railroad Company. The Wabash Railroad also 
presented an exhibit at the Macon, Renick, Sturgeon, and O’ Fallon 
centennial celebrations in 1956. 


Mrs. Bernis Brien of Warrenton, Missouri, has recently donated 
to the Society photostatic copies of a number of manuscripts relating 
to the Bryan family. The photostats were made from original 
letters and records of interviews with members of the family which 
are in the Draper Manuscript Collection in the library of the State 
Historical Society of Wisconsin. 


The Society has received from the Honorable John T. Barker a 
printed pamphlet of his address, ‘“The Foolish Civil War,” delivered 
to the Kansas City Chapter of the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy at their meeting, January 19, 1957, at the Muehlebach 
Hotel. 
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A recent addition to the Society's print collection is a 38” x 24” 
seven-color reproduction of the painting, Attack on the Overland 
Stage, 1860, by Oscar E. Berninghaus. The painting, copyrighted in 
1952 by Anheuser-Busch, Inc., was reproduced for sale by Simmons- 
Sisler Co., Inc., 4127 Forest Park Boulevard, St. Louis, through the 
courtesy of Anheuser-Busch, Inc., and August A. Busch, Jr., 
St. Louis. 


The Society has received permission from J. Corse, Wellington 
banker, to add to the manuscript collection a copy of the 350-page 
annals of Wellington as recorded by Charles Boring, Sr., and later by 
his son, Charles Boring, Jr., notaries and insurance agents. The 
journal, which begins in 1819 with the first settlement and continues 
until 1899, is unusual in its time scope and description of colorful 
events in Wellington's past. 


A recent gift to the Society from Cyril Clemens is the book 
entitled The Literary Reputation of Mark Twain from 1910 to 1950, 
published in Paris in 1954 by the Librairie Marcel Didier. The work 
consists of two parts: an introductory essay describing the evolution 
of Mark Twain critism in the United States since his death and a 
critical bibliography, in chronological order, of Mark Twain 
criticism in the United States, Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Italy, Spain, and Latin America. 


Civil War action in Missouri during and after the Battle of Pilot 
Knob was described in articles by Gilbert Knipmever and Mrs. 
Helen Land in the February 21, 1957, issue of the Bourbon Herald. 


The history of early settlements in Livingston County was 
outlined in an article by George W. Somerville in the Chillicothe 
Constitution-Tribune, March 5, 1957. 

A series of twelve incisive, reminiscent articles on Columbia and 
the University of Missouri of fifty years ago by Dr. Winterton C. 
Curtis, professor emeritus of zoology at the university, were 
published in the Columbia Missourtan beginning April 2, 1957. 


Stories of courtship and marriage customs of frontier days in 
northeast Missouri are presented by Mrs. Oliver Howard in the 
February 6, 1957, issue of the HZannibal Courier-Post. 
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The code of behavior of the Sauk and Fox Indians in early 
Missouri is described in an article by Mrs. Oliver Howard published 
February 7, 1957, in the Hannibal Courier-Post. 


The annual Progress Edition of the Jndependence Examiner, 
February 18, 1957, told of the community’s growth in 1956 and of 
plans for the completion and dedication of the Truman Library and 
for other construction programs in 1957. 


The first inmate of the Missouri state penitentiary was received 
March 8, 1836, according to a report published in the Jefferson City 
Daily Capital News, March 9, 1957, of a talk by Edgar Eagan, 
Jefferson City attorney, to students of Jefferson City Junior College. 
Mr. Eagan outlined highlights in the history of the penitentiary. 


A review of the Dred Scott case and the far-reaching con- 
sequences of the United States Supreme Court decision on the case 
by Bob Price in a Kansas City Star article March 5, 1957, called 
attention to the centenary, March 6, 1957, of the Dred Scott 
decision. 


The development of an iron ore mine near Koshkonong, Mis- 
souri, by Wade Miller and Howard Reynolds of Oregon County, is 
described in an article by Kim Clark in the Kansas City Star, 
February 24, 1957. 


The gift of the late George Bode, Jr. of more than two and one- 
half million dollars to the city of St. Joseph for the purchase of land 
for recreational purposes came as a surprise to St. Joseph citizens, 
according to an article by John T. Alexander on February 3, 1957, in 
the Kansas City Star. The son of a German immigrant who settled 
in St. Joseph in 1859, Mr. Bode left the city more than forty years 
ago, returning only for brief visits. His death occurred in St. Louis 
two years ago. 


The amazing writing career of Mrs. Laura Ingalls Wilder, who 
won nationwide acclaim after the age of sixty-five with the publica- 
tion of eight books for children on pioneer life in America, is 
described in an article by Rowe Findlay in the Kansas City Star, 
February 19, 1957. Libraries have been named for her in Mansfield, 
Missouri, and Detroit. She was the mother of the novelist, Rose 
Wilder Lane. 
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The latest motion picture based on the life of Jesse James, 
entitled ‘“The True Story of Jesse James,’’ adds new light to James’ 
career but still leaves him a half-fictional character, according to an 
article by John Edward Hicks in the March 5, 1957, issue of the 
Kansas City Times. 


Dedication ceremonies were held March 24, 1957, in Jefferson 
City, for the new headquarters building of the American Legion 
Department of Missouri, Inc. A historical summary of the Depart- 
ment, organized in St. Louis in 1919, was published in the March, 
1957, issue of the Missouri Legionnaire. 


A series of twelve pages of reprints on early day legends of the 
St. Charles community, originally prepared by R. M. Thomson, 
late editor of the St. Charles Daily Banner-News and published in 
1926 and 1927, were reprinted in the Banner-News beginning Febru- 
ary 18, 1957. Mr. Thomson was editor and publisher of the news- 
paper from 1905 until his death in 1953. He was succeeded by his 
son, M. A. Thomson. 


The second annual progress edition of the Daily Sikeston Herald, 
February 23, 1957, emphasized the city’s six million dollar building 
program in 1956, its progress as an industrial city and an agricul- 
tural center, and the growth of its churches and educational 
facilities. 


The small frame house where Dr. George Washington Carver, 
renowned Negro scientist, attended school in Neosho has recently 
been located, according to an article by Lucile Morris Upton in the 
Springfield News and Leader, January 6, 1957. A front porch and 
back room have been added to the cottage. An annual memorial 
observance was held at the Carver National Monument, January 5, 
1957, and a centennial celebration of Dr. Carver's birth is planned 
by park officials for 1960. 


General Sterling Price’s evacuation from Springfield, Febru- 
ary 13, 1862, upon learning of the approach of ‘the Union troops 
from Rolla under General Samuel R. Curtis, was the subject of an 
article by F. P. Rose in the February 10, 1957, issue of the Spring- 
field News and Leader. 
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An article by Mrs. A. Lee Smiser on the Columbus Christian 
Church, organized in 1840 in Johnson County, and its connection 
with the famous Cane Ridge Meeting House in Kentucky, was 
published in the Warrensburg Daily Star-Journal, February 5, 1957, 
and the Warrensburg Standard-Herald, February 7, 1957. 


HISTORICAL PUBLICATIONS 


Old Forts and Trading Posts of the West: Bent’s Old Fort and 
Bent’s New Fort on the Arkansas River. Volume I. By Nolie Mumey 
(Denver: Artcraft Press, 1956. 239 pp. Indexed. $15.00.) This 
beautifully bound and illustrated volume gives primary source 
material from letters, journals, diaries, official reports, and early 
newspapers, including the St. Louis Missouri Republican, on the 
history of Bent’s old and new forts. 


Included are biographies and photographs of William and 
Charles Bent and Ceran St. Vrain, fur traders from St. Louis who 
established a fort on the mountain division of the Santa Fe Trail 
below the present town of La Junta, Colorado, ca. 1833, first called 
Fort William for William Bent and later known as Bent’s Fort and 
then as Bent’s Old Fort. After the fort was partially destroyed by 
fire and abandoned in 1849, William Bent established Bent’s New 
Fort in 1853, opposite the present town of Prowers, Colorado. 


Folded enclosures in the book give reproductions of the fur- 
trading license granted in 1838 to Bent, St. Vrain and Company by 
William Clark of St. Louis, superintendent of Indian affairs; a 
sketch of the fort in 1846, by Lieutenant J. W. Abert; a sketch by 
William M. Boggs made from memory six years after he visited the 
fort in 1844-1845; a map of the Arapahoe and Cheyenne Reservation 
which included Bent’s New Fort in 1861; and a pictorial map of 
fur-trading posts in the United States. 


The Butterfield Overland Mail. By Waterman L. Ormsby. 
Edited by Lyle H. Wright and Josephine M. Bynum. (San Marino, 
California: The Huntington Library, 1955. vii, 179 pp. Indexed. 
$4.00.) The reports to the New York Herald of Waterman L. 
Ormsby, the only through passenger on the first westbound Butter- 
field Mail starting from St. Louis, September 16, 1858, are reprinted 
and edited, with many informative notes, a map of the route, and a 
reproduction of the first time schedule issued by the Overland Mail 
Company. The article of an unidentified reporter of the San Fran- 
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cisco Bulletin describing his journey over the Butterfield route from 
Fort Smith to Memphis is included in the appendix. 


Souvenir: Margaret Truman's Own Story. By Margaret Truman 
with Margaret Cousins. (New York: McGraw-Hill Book Com- 
pany, Inc., 1956. 365 pp. Not indexed. $3.95.) Margaret Truman 
tells with simplicity and enthusiasm about her childhood in Missouri 
and Washington, the interesting opportunities and also the frustra- 
tions that came her way as the daughter of the President, her trips 
abroad, and the development of her musical career. 


The Truman Administration: Its Principles and Practice. Edited 
by Louis W. Koenig. (New York: New York University Press, 
1956. xii, 394 pp. Indexed. $5.00.) The record of the Truman 
administration is set forth by excerpts from the former President's 
official papers, speeches, and messages. Brief annotation by the 
editor sets the passages in their historical context. 


Give "Em Hell Harry: An Informal Biography of the Terrible 
Tempered Mr. T. By Eldorous L. Dayton. (New York: Devin- 
Adair Company, 1956. 250 pp. Indexed. $3.50.) Intended as 
‘a corrective to the Truman memoirs,’ this newspaperman’s 
account criticizes the Truman administration and points out its 
inconsistencies. 


Charles M. Russell the Cowboy Artist. By Ramon F. Adams and 
Homer E. Britzman with a Bibliographical Check List by Karl Yost. 
(Pasadena, California: Trail’s End Publishing Company, Inc., 
1956. xii, 350 pp. Indexed. $7.50.) The famous paintings and 
sculptures of Charles Russell, who left his boyhood home in St. Louis 
in 1880 to become a cowboy in Montana, have immortalized the life 
of the frontier West. This humanized biography of ‘‘Charlie,”’ as he 
was called by his friends, show hjs many-faceted character to have 
been as unbridled and natural as the subjects he painted. Repro- 
ductions in color and black and white of many of Russell’s paintings 
and sculptures, chapter headings from his pen and ink drawings, and 
numerous photographs lend beauty and interest to the book. 


Our Lead Belt Heritage. By Henry C. Thompson. (Flat River: 
News-Sun, 1955. 187 pp. Not indexed.) This history of the lead 
mining district of east central Missouri provides an interesting 
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example of local historical writing. The material was originally 
published as a series of articles in the Flat River Lead Belt News, 
beginning October 28, 1955. Mr. Thompson traces mining develop- 
ment in the region, which includes Ste. Genevieve, Madison, Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, and St. Francois counties, from its beginning in 
the eighteenth century through the depression years of the 1930's 
and World War II. The general history of the early Missouri settle- 
ments in this area, closely linked with the discovery of lead and the 
opening of the mines, is presented, with mention of early families 
and their descendants. 


The Ghost Towns of Wyoming. By Mary Lou Pence and Lola M. 
Homsher. (New York: Hastings House, Publishers, 1956. xii, 
242 pp. Indexed. $7.50.) Many frontier Wyoming towns experi- 
enced a mushroom growth after the coming of the railroad in the 
late 1860’s and vanished almost as quickly when the territory 
became more permanently settled. This attractive volume is 
designed to give these “‘lost’’ towns their rightful place in the history 
of the state. From diaries, letters, newspapers, old photographs, 
stories handed down from generation to generation, and regional 
histories, the authors have recreated a vivid, entertaining, and 
authentic history of the most important of Wyoming's ghost towns. 
Reproductions of several photographs by W. H. Jackson, and nine 
of the famous paintings of Charles M. Russell are included in 
the illustrations. 


Hero Stories from Missouri History. By A. Loyd Collins and 
Georgia I. Collins. (Kansas City: Burton Publishing Company, 
1956. 335 pp. Not indexed. $4.00.) This collection of anecdotal 
sketches dramatically portrays interesting and significant events in 
Missouri’s past. The work covers Missouri subjects ranging 
chronologically from the first explorers and early settlers through 
World War I]. Stories and sketches of famous Missourians in many 
different fields of endeavor are interspersed throughout the book. 
The story of Missouri's constitutions is included. 


The Old Drum Story. By Icie F. Johnson. (Warrensburg: Copy- 
right 1957 by the Warrensburg Chamber of Commerce. 23 pp. Not 
indexed. 50 cents.) Published in connection with the movement by 
the Warrensburg Chamber of Commerce to raise funds for the plac- 
ing of a memorial to Old Drum on the courthouse lawn, the booklet 
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includes sketches of George Graham Vest and the text of his famous 
“Eulogy to the Dog,” a sketch of Charles Burden, Old Drum’s 
owner, an account of the trial of Burden vs. Hornsby, and a brief 
history of the old Warrensburg courthouse. The author is unable to 
give a definitive answer to the question of the origin of the print- 
ed version of the ‘‘Eulogy,’’ which was not recorded at the time 
it was given. 


The Empire that Missouri Pacific Serves. Compiled and edited 
by the Public Relations Department of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road. (St. Louis: Von Hoffman Press, Inc., 1957. 352 pp. Not 
indexed.) The introduction to this volume outlines the development 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, which had its beginning with the 
chartering of the Pacific Railroad by the State of Missouri, 
March 12, 1849. Photographs of historical interest, pen and ink 
sketches, and maps are included. 


Caves of Missouri. Volume XX XIX, Second Series. By J. Har- 
len Bretz. (Rolla: Missuri Geological Survey and Water Resources, 
1956. xx, 490 pp. Indexed.) In the first part of this work, the 
author explaing the origin of caves and describes their general 
structure and formations. Each Missouri cave opened for visitors 
and provided with a guide service is treated in a separate section, 
with a description of the outstanding features of the cave. Almost 
four hundred wild caves of Missouri are listed by counties. Numer- 
ous diagrams by Mr. Bretz and excellent photographs by Gerald 
Massie and others, help to clarify the location and structure of 
the caves. 


Criswell’s Currency Series, Volume I, Confederacy and Southern 
State Currency. By Grover C. Criswell, Jr. and Clarence L. Criswell. 
(Florida: Criswell Publications, 1957. 277 pp. Not indexed. $6.00.) 
Six illustrated examples of the major types of paper money in 
twenty, ten, five, three, two, and one dollar denominations, issued as 
from Jefferson City, January 1, 1862, and engraved by ‘“‘A. Malos, 
N. QO.” are included in this valuable and well printed volume. Eight 
illustrated examples of Missouri defense bond currency, authorized 
by the Act of November 5, 1861, for $10,000,000, are also given. 
These notes were engraved by ‘‘Keatinge & Ball, Columbia, S. C.,”’ 
paper watermarked or unwatermarked ‘‘W. T. C. C. & Co.” Varia- 
tions of these principal types are listed, making a total of twenty- 
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two items of Missouri Confederate currency listed. A supplement to 
the volume gives the current market values on the notes listed.

Good old Democrats. 


This old mansion is in tatters, 
This old place needs lots of work, 
If I’d known it last November 
I’d have run for county clerk. 


Ain’t a gonna need this house no longer, 
Ain't a gonna need this house no more, 
Didn’t get myself elected 

Just to fall right through the floor. 


Didn’t get myself elected 

To a job of filling cracks 

Ain’t a gonna need this house no longer, 
I’m gettin’ ready to raise the tax.

On the morning of April 30, 1889, at 9 o'clock, it is arranged that the church 
bells all over this country shall ring to celebrate the event of one hundred years 
ago, when the church bells through the thirteen states rang out to call the people 
together to pray for the success and prosperity of the country under General 
Washington, that day inaugurated president of the United States. 

Governor Francis’ proclamation designating April 30th as a day of thanks- 
giving and prayer in commemoration of the one hundredth anniversary of George 
Washington as the first president is a literary gem and abounds in wholesome and 
patriotic and devotional suggestions. .. . 


\ GOOD OLD-FASHIONED AFFAIR! 


From the Jefferson City People’s Tribune, February 15, 1871. 


The Governor's levee on last Friday night was a thoroughly Democratic and 
good old-fashioned affair. All classes were there: the matron and her daughter; 
the millionaire and the mechanic; the legislature and the lobby; the citizen and the 
stranger; Democrats, Liberals, Radicals, and combinations of all three in a transi- 
tion state, were duly represented, and all took equal rank. In the large crowd that 
gathered here, perfect order was preserved. Even in the hat and cloak room there 
were no mistakes. Many of us who staid late expected to be told that the good 
hats had gone ‘‘an hour and a half ago,”’ but instead of that each one received 
his own... . The supper was all that could be wished for, and our only regret was 
that the mansion was too small for the hospitality of the host to be displayed to 
full advantage.

IT WASN'T EXPENSIVE TO FOUND A TOWN 
From the Jackson County Atlas, 1877. 


Independence was located by order of the county court on the 29th day of 
March, 1827, no improvements having previously been made. Samuel Newton 
was appointed by the commissioner to survey and lay out the town, and to show 
the compensation for labor in those days, and the aids deemed necessary, we 
append the following report. Stakes $1.00, three days’ packing and driving same, 
$2.50, surveying 143 lots at 25 cents, $35.75, five days laying off town at 75 cents, 
$3.75, writing and putting up advertisements, $2.00, 4 quires of paper, $1.50, 
2 sheets of pasteboard, 25 cents, three days crying sales, $6.00, seven gallons of 
whisky, $3.50. Boy waiting at sale, 25 cents. 

The first court-house was a hewed log structure, for which the court appro- 
priated one hundred and seventy-five dollars. This in a few years was replaced by 
a substantial brick building, and since there have been two new ones erected; the 
present beautiful edifice about two years ago. 


OSAGE RIVER COMMERCE IN THE 1870's 
Krom the Jefferson City People’s Tribune, May 10, 1871. 


The following statistics . . . will give our readers some idea of what the Osage 
country can do when not one acre out of forty is in cultivation. During last month 
there was forwarded from Osage City 182 cars loaded with products from the 
Osage river. During the same time thirty-seven carloads principally of merchan- 
dise were received at the same station. During the same time the seven Osage 
river boats, viz: the Folly, Market Boy, Mill Boy, Gay Deceiver, Kate Anselme, 
Tom Stevens, and Belle Aimes, made thirty-three trips to different points above. 
The warehouse books of McKernan & Co., show the character of the trade to be as 
follows: During last month this firm forwarded 6,210 sacks of wheat; 1,070 pigs of 
lead; 66 packages of eggs; 60 packages of dry hides; 19 packages of lard; 83 sacks 
of barley and one car load of lumber. Ninety-two other packages were forwarded 
of a miscellaneous character. To these should be added the freight brought down 
by the Tom Stevens, which is run in the interest of the proprietors of the cele- 
brated Osage City Mills. ... We leave our readers to infer what the trade of this 
town will be annually when the new furnaces going up are completed and when 
the population is trebled by the railroad... . 


EXERCISING THE ‘‘ EXUBERANT MUSCLE” 
From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, June 6, 1881. 


At the Fair Grounds this morning the grounds began to fill up at an early hour. 
Long streams of people came through every gate converging toward the amphi 
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theater. ... There were more ladies and children than men in the crowd, for 
Olympian games like those presented in the arena today are irresistably attractive 
to the fair sex. 

The Turners themselves were on the ground early, and the morning hours 
were passed in exercising the exuberant muscle upon the festive turning pole. One 
young man after another, clad in appropriate flannels, swung high and low on the 
groaning bar. The exhibition of biceps was simply superb. The arms were mostly 
bare to the shoulder, and as the weight of the body was thrown upon it one could 
see the gradual swelling of the muscle until it looked abnormally, unnaturally 
large. They throw themselves into the most unnatural positions, maintaining the 
same with an easy grace born only of long practice and enormous strength. . . 
It was some time before the judges appeared, but they finally turned up about 
half-past ten and after a counter-march, in which about two hundred Turners 
from different parts of the country participated, the men were rapidly called off 
and the regular exercises of the day began... . 





Festival of the Turners of North America in St. Louis, June 4-7, 1881 


The work was done rapidly and well, consisting of purely athletic drill; the 
men lifted themselves slowly to positon on the bar, then threw themselves in 
different positions calculated to bring out the full strength of their muscles and 
held themselves thus in various strained . . . positions until the word ‘‘go’’ was 
given by the judges, who attentively noted the good points of each, watch in 
hand. ... All the time Rickter’s band discoursed splendid music from the stand 
in the center of the arena... . 

The judging is based upon five things—the promptness, elegance, graceful- 
ness, and correctness of the exercises, and lastly of the school, as it is called, which 
means the ease or difficulty of the way in which the exercise is accomplished. For 
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each of these things two points are given, the total of perfection being ten. Each 
class of six or more is required to go through three exercises seriatim before 
another class is taken up, namely the parallel bars, the horizontal bars, and 
vaulting on the wooden horse. 


REASONS WHY THEY COULD'T VOTE 


From the Hannibal Courier-Post, March 14, 1957. Extracts from an article by 
Mrs. Oliver Howard. 


Hatreds at the close of the Civil War were increased by the adoption of a 
new constitution for Missouri which denied the vote to one-third of the voters 
of the state (women didn’t count in those days). Of the 84,000 men who were 
not permitted to vote in the elections following the war, more than 150 were 
Ralls countians. 

This law, called the 


‘iron-clad oath,’’ was part of the hated ‘‘ Draconian 
Code,"’ so named to ‘‘honor’’ Charles D. Drake, vice-president of the constitu- 
tional convention, leading spirit in the more severe measures. . . . 

Although ninety years have passed, I still will not tell names and tales 


together... . But here are samples of testimony written alongside the names of 
rejected voters and signed by those who gave the information. 

‘| heard——say that he would fight in blood to his knees before he would be 
run over by the d—— black Republicans.” 


“6 


——said that if anyone sent him a letter with that damn thing (speaking of 
the American flag) on it, he would put it in the stove without reading it.”’ 

Many rejected names simply had ‘enrolled disloyal,’’ or “‘sympathized with 
South,”’ written in the column for reasons for objections. Other reasons given 
were such things as:

‘*He hollered for Jefferson Davis.’ 
‘*Gloried over Federal defeat at Bull Run.” 

‘Left the state to avoid military service.” 

‘Furnished money and wagon for persons to go to Jeff City to join the Rebels, 
harbored a bushwhacker.” 

“Fed and lodged a rebel soldier, furnished bond for a rebel.” 

“Sold a large knife to Harrison Caldwell, who took the knife with lim into 
rebel service.” 

‘* Advocated the right of secession in 1861.” 

“Sympathized with friends in the South.” 

‘Furnished food for a rebel rally meeting at Madisonville.” 

‘Declared that everything he owned belonged to the Confederacy.” 

‘Attended a rebel meeting in John W. Glascock’s orchard.” 

‘‘Harbored his son from Saturday night to Sunday morning, while son was 
running from the draft after being drafted.”’ 

‘‘Hauled bacon from Zephanie Johnson's to Isham Winn’s for the rebels. . . .”’ 


SEDALIA’S CAST IRON CONUNDRUM 


From the Sedalia Sunday Morning Bazoo, January 10, 1895. 


... About the year of our Lord, 1867, the prevailing mania of western towns 
was bridges—iron bridges. 
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Quincy was building a bridge. 

St. Charles was building a bridge. . . . 

Boonville wanted a bridge. . . . 

Now Sedalia, though young, was just as ‘‘spunky”’ as the rest of them, and was 
determined to have a bridge also—an iron bridge at that. 

True, we had no river here, but what of that? 

We had a railroad and it would be just as interesting to gaze down upon a 
railroad as it would be a river, besides the advantage of perfect immunity from 
drowning. 

So in the fall of 1867, Alderman S. S. Vinton suggested that Sedalia have an 
iron bridge and that the said bridge be located on Washington avenue, across the 
Missouri Pacific railroad track. 

On April 6th, 1868, the street and alley committee announced that the gigantic 
enterprise was complete, and suspended in mid air right over the railroad track, 
at the proper place... . 

Owing to a slight deficiency between the roadway and the bridge—a matter of 
only some twenty or thirty feet—no wagons ever crossed over it, and we defy 
the files of the newspaper or the records of the corner to show one case where 
a child was ever run over on it, or where any unfortunate ever jumped off from it 
and drowned. 

It wasn't that kind of a bridge. 

People who passed up and down the road used to look up when they passed 
under that bridge and wonder what it was for, and one scientific traveler actually 
brought up the subject in the State university for investigation. 

It not only puzzled strangers, but the object of its existence was a cast iron 
conundrum to most of our own people for some years. 

That bridge must have cost at least $5,000, for it was a bridge of size and 
sighs, the latter uttered principally by the taxpayers. . . . 

In February, 1873, the city sold the bridge to Tesch and Gledhill for $110. 
They removed it, and some time afterward, when they dissolved partnership, 
Mr. Gledhill allowd Mr. Tesch $250 for it. 

... Piece by piece the iron disappeared until about one thousand pounds of it 
was missing. 

On the 24th day of May, 1876, Mr. Gledhill shipped the remainder to Leaven- 
worth, where it was sold for old iron at 14% cents a pound. And now you have the 
whole history of that stupendous humbug—Sedalia’s first and last iron bridge. . . . 


FOR MISSOURI'S GREAT HERITAGE 
From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, April 23, 1957. An editorial. 


One of the worthy state institutions for which the legislators at Jefferson City 
make a modest appropriation is the State Historical Society of Missouri, whose 
headquarters are at Columbia. 

This state agency, which has won itself an enviable place among state histori- 
cal societies, was founded nearly 60 years ago. For two-thirds of that time, the 
society has been directed by Dr. Floyd C. Shoemaker under whose energetic

same period a small collection has expanded to more than 300,000 books, pam- 


administration the membership has grown from 350 to some 8000 [10,033 





phlets and newspaper volumes. Some 5,000,000 [8,000,000] newspaper pages 
are on microfilm. 
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These are statistics. To tell the story of the State Historical Society of 
Missouri requires much more than a record of the number of books and other 
possessions. For this organization and the outstanding citizens who have com- 
prised its trustees and officers have found ways to make history come alive in 
many Missouri communities, through meetings, publications, press releases, 
highway markers and in other ways. 

There is another important historical service that Dr. Shoemaker and his 
compatriots in the society would do well to put their hands to in the very near 
future. That is to help Missouri achieve a statewide historic sites commission for 
selection and preservation, such as the 1945 Missouri Constitution contemplates. 
Already Missouri has lost irreplaceable possessions because no such commis- 
sion exists. 

Illinois is just now rededicating the restored home of Gen. U. S. Grant at 
Galena. Missouri ought to be taking steps to preserve the fine old Boone house 
near Defiance. Missouri ought to be concerned about its first state capitol at 
St. Charles. Missouri ought to be inventorying its historic sites and listing them 
according to status and priority. 

The one organization above all others to be taking the lead for the establish- 
ment of such a commission is the State Historical Society of Missouri. If it does 
take that lead—and successfully—countless generations of Missourians and visi- 
tors from over the nation will owe the society and its leaders a debt of gratitude. 
We have the feeling that Gov. Blair would be happy to act promptly on a sound 
suggestion from the right group of Missourians.

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SENATOR ALLEN McREYNOLDS 


Among Senator Allen McRey- 
nolds’ many acts of friendship for 
the Society, his help in the acquisi- 
tion in 1949 of the George Caleb 
Bingham portrait of Thomas Jeffer- 
son was one of the most valuable. 
The painting, an original Bingham 
copy of the well-known portrait of 
Jefferson by Gilbert Stuart, was 
rescued by Senator Michael E. 
Casey of Kansas City from the fire 

Allen McReynolds which destroyed the old Missouri 
capitol in 1911. Senator McRey- 

nolds recognized the historic value of the painting and it was through 
his personal efforts that Mr. and Mrs. Ira B. McLaughlin of Kansas 


City, owners of the portrait after Senator Casey’s death in 1949, pre- 
sented it to the Society. 





Senator McReynolds has held office in the Society for more than 
a quarter century. He served as one of the vice presidents, 1925-1937; 
became acting president on the death of the president, George A. 
Mahan, in 1936; was elected president in 1937 and served until 1941; 
and has continued a permanent trustee since 1941. During his 
presidency he gave generously of his time in helping the secretary 
organize Missouri county historical societies and in forwarding the 
Plattte Purchase Centennial Celebration. Well versed in Missouri 
history, he has made many scheduled speeches at State Historical 
Society meetings and has written numerous articles published in 
the Review. 


He served in the State Senate, 1935-1943; and as delegate-at- 
large to the Missouri Constitutional Convention, 1943-1944. He was 
appointed to the University of Missouri Board of Curators in 1945, 
and served as president of that body, 1946-1951. He is now a 
practicing attorney in Carthage.

West-Bound Wagon Train on the Salt Lake Trail 


The activities of Missouri fur traders, 1816-1840, opened the 
Great Salt Lake Trail, which led from the Missouri towns of Inde- 
pendence, Westport, and later from St. Joseph, to the valley of the 
Great Salt Lake. Early travelers over portions of the trail were 
Father Pierre-Jean De Smet, St. Louis Jesuit missionary, who first 
visited the Northwest Indian tribes in 1840; Lieutenant John Charles 
Frémont, with his guide, Kit Carson, on a scientific exploring 
expedition in 1842; and the Mormons, during their westward trek to 
the Great Basin in 1847. The first overland emigrant party left the 
Missouri frontier in 1841 under the leadership of John Bidwell, and 
followed the trail to the Great Salt Lake, proceeding onward to 
California. The trail teemed with emigrants to the Oregon country 
after 1843, and in 1849 thousands of California-bound gold seekers 
traveled over it. In 1859 it found great favor in the rush to the 
Colorado gold fields. 


The red and blue cloth-covered Conestoga wagons rolled onto 
the prairie from Missouri in trains of fifty to one hundred. Fort 
Laramie and Fort Bridger, two trading posts along the route built by 
Missouri fur traders, provided major stopping places. Windstorms, 
rain, buffalo stampedes, hostile Indians, wagon breakdowns, and 
scarcity of food were hazards of the journey. But the route became 
part of a great national movement—the migration of a people seeking 
to avail itself of the opportunities of the frontier.
